“What a question!” you say. Doesn't it offer warmth and 
comfort, food and clothing, everything a child could 
want or need? You might even go so far as to say any 
child would be lucky to have as good a home as fours. 

But an expert who has sized up thousands of homes and 
judged thousands of husbands and wives might say some- 
thing quite different: “If your home is like 9 out of 10 
that I and my staff have visited, | could not say any child 
would be lucky to live there.’

nervously and then spoke: ‘You 
see,” she told the social worker, 
“we had a little girl of our own— 
and she—she died last year. She 
had auburn hair and freckles, and 
we bought the piano just before she 
got sick. We’re desperate for a little 
girl like her, to take her place.” 


The woman at the adoption 
agency was tactful, but firm. She 
couldn’t give them any child. “Your 
mistake is not in wanting a little 
girl to replace your own child, but 
in wanting her to be the same child. 
The cruelest handicap any parent 
can give a youngster is to decide in 
advance that he must live up to 
certain expectations in appear- 
ance, or temperament, or interests. 
The child is bound to fall short of 
the idea. The parents are disap- 
pointed; the child feels guilty. It’s 
tough on all of them.” 

Adoption experts say most par- 
ents are not even remotely aware 
that they’re pushing their boy or 
girl into a pattern which satisfies 
their interests. Father may feel he’s 
being an ideal parent because he 
devotes months to teaching Junior 
how to prize-fight or wrestle. But 
it may not be so ideal for Junior, 
if he’s much more interested in 
painting pictures or reading than 
he is in fisticuffs. Or Mother may 
think she’d be remiss if she didn’t 
give Susie dancing lessons. It never 
dawns on her that Susie may not 
want to dance and has a right to 
spend her time bicycle riding or 
doing whatever satisfies her needs. 

Sometimes a youngster turns out 
to be exactly what you hope for. 
But it doesn’t happen often. 


How perfect do you plan to be? 


Not long ago, a thirtyish couple 
named Dole talked about adopting 
a baby. They already had one 7- 
year-old boy. Mrs. Dole had had 
to have an operation and couldn’t 
give birth to another child. But 
they hesitated about adoption. It 
wasn’t because they had any 
doubts about bringing an unknown 
child into their own youngster’s 
life—they’d done enough investi- 
gating to know that children 
placed by accredited adoption 
agencies are always healthy and 
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Begins on page 10 


well balanced. They felt, too, that 
they could soon learn to love the 
adopted boy as they did their own. 

What worried them was would 
they have to be extra kind and 
gentle with him, because he hadn’t 
always had parents to love him. 
What if he misbehaved or made 
unreasonable demands—would it 
be fair to discipline him or hold 
him responsible? An adoption 
agency worker set the Doles 
straight: Any youngster—adopted 
or not—needs to feel that his par- 
ents have rights and feelings, too, 
and that there are limits to their 
patience. He must know, too, that 
he’s going to endure definite de- 
nials when he’s growing up and 
that if he refuses to comply he'll 
be disciplined. 

If parents are too forgiving and 
gentle with him, he'll soon get the 
feeling that he’s a crown prince 
who can get away with anything. 
That way, he may never get the 
training necessary for living rea- 
sonably with people around him. 
Also, since every youngster knows 
instinctively that it’s wrong to be- 
have badly and not be disciplined, 
he can grow up with a deep sense 
of guilt and shame. (The Doles, 
incidentally, got their child.) 


Are you happily married? 

Adoption authorities have yet 
to meet a successful parent who 
doesn’t have a successful marriage. 
They explain this way: When a 
woman is frustrated or disillusioned 
in marriage she can’t help but look 
to her children to provide a solu- 
tion to her problems. Maybe she 
smothers her child with the love 
she wishes she’d get from her hus- 
band. Or her bitterness and re- 
sentment may cause her to reject 
the youngster, as if by hurting 
someone else she may soothe her 
own wounds. Either way, she does 
not want and love the child for 
himself, and that makes her a poor 
risk as a parent. 

A sad fact is that many of the 
people who feel they are—or could 
be—the best parents are uncon- 
sciously looking to their children 
to patch up a shaky marriage or 
resolve other serious difficulties.

\ow Vou can 
spray away 


ChABGRASS 


By Dr. R. Milton Carleton 


B.. news of its sort since DDT hit flies and 2,4-D 
hit dandelions is that this spring there is a new chemical 
out that really kills crabgrass, nastiest of all lawn pests. 

It is called PC, short for potassium cyanate. 

It does to crabgrass what 2,4-D, the hormone killer, 
does to dandelions; and it means that now, for the first 
time, you can rid your lawn of weeds simply by spraying. 

You spray PC on twice, once in early July, once in 
mid-August. 

Important, it can be mixed with 2,4-D, so that you can 
kill dandelions and other broad-leaved weeds and crab- 
grass with the same spraying. It also kills chickweed, 
which is resistant to 2,4-D. 

PC is not to be confused with potassium cyanide, the 
deadly poison. PC (potassium cyanate) is no more poison- 
ous than common table salt. It can be used where pets 
and children play. 

Crabgrass, if you’ve been in Shangri-La and haven’t 
met up with it in your lawn, is that rank, tough, hard-to- 
mow grass that sprouts late each spring and spreads and 
chokes through the good grasses until frost, killing them 
as it goes. [ts light green seedlings make your lawn look 
nice and thick at first. But in a few weeks they are reach- 
ing out like octopuses, have taken on a purplish cast, and 
are shooting up brownish seed heads that make your lawn 
look as unkempt as a man with a three-day beard. 


Until now, this crabgrass in lawns has been almost in- 
vulnerable. Burning it off with a blowtorch has been 
recommended, as has pasturing geese on it. Frantic dig- 
ging and raking it with a special rake have been tried, 
but without much success. Chemical solutions containing 
phenyl mercuric acetate have been used in recent years, 
but they are expensive and poisonous. Though they kill 
crabgrass, they turn your lawn brown for several weeks. 

PC, on the contrary, costs only a third as much as 
phenyl! mercuric acetate, is safe, and in tests has given up 
to as much as 100-percent control. 

PC is not a brand-new discovery. For several summers 
farmers had used it to keep crabgrass out of commercial 
onion patches. Last year scientists specializing in grasses 
started making large-scale tests with it on lawns. 

Most of the scientists at college experimental stations 
who tested it were enthusiastic over the results—at least 
as enthusiastic as a cautious scientist allows himself to 
get. Most found that two applications gave apparent con- 
trol. Bluegrass showed a tinge of yellow for a few days. 
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e Safe new chemical can be mixed 
with 2,4-D to give you a weed- 
free lawn. No more digging, raking, 


hair-tearing. Just spray it on. 











But two weeks after PC was applied, the bluegrass was 
greener than ever, because PC breaks down into potash 
and nitrogen, both excellent lawn foods. 

There is little chance of killing bluegrass with PC. In 
tests, a dose 50 times as strong as needed to kill crabgrass 
turned the bluegrass brown for two weeks but didn’t 
permanently injure it. 

PC will be sold this year under several trade names. It 
will come in crystal form, in sealed metal cans. You dis- 
solve the crystals in clear water in the amounts specified 
on the can label, and spray it on your lawn. About 2 
pounds of PC crystals mixed with water will cover all the 
lawn on a lot 50x150 feet. 


You need a pump-up pressure garden sprayer to do a 
good job since the solution should be applied in a misty 
spray that puts a film over crabgrass blades. It won’t be 
effective if it clings in droplets here and there. If you’re 
treating a small patch, you can do a fair job with a hand 
sprayer or a sprinkler with tiny holes, although the pres- 
sure sprayer is preferred. 


PC doesn’t work well on dry ground. It needs a lot of 


moisture in the grass to start the chemical reaction that 
knocks out crabgrass. Apply PC when the grass is green 
and lush—otherwise, wait for a good rain or give your 
lawn a good watering before you spray. 

Early spraying is also important because old crabgrass 
is more resistant than young. It takes two sprayings to 
do a good job, one in early July to catch the first crop, 
the second in mid-August to kill crabgrass from seeds 
which germinate later. 

A few of the scientists who tried PC last year were 
lukewarm about the results. Investigation disclosed three 
reasons why they didn’t get better killing. They used PC 
on dry soil, they didn’t spray early enough to catch the 
plants when they were young and tender, and they didn’t 
get the solution on the lawn in a fine, spreading film that 
covered crabgrass blades. Their failures are a tip to you 
in your own use of PC. 


, cautions about PC: 1) You won’t be freed from 
crabgrass after one season because there will be seed 
from last year and years before lying in the ground and 
waiting until next year or five years from now to germi- 
nate. 2) Youstill have to give your lawn good care. Killing 
crabgrass doesn’t automatically make a perfect lawn. 
You will need to seed bare spots and feed your lawn. 

But now, with PC and 2,4-D, you can put away your 
weed diggers and special rakes because you can spray the 
weeds out of your lawn. With less work you can have 
your best lawn in years.

New hope against Dutch elm disease 


A new and promising development in the fight against 
Dutch elm disease is a chemical announced at the 
meeting of the American Society for the Advance- 
ment of Science in New York. The chemical not only 
acts as an antidote, but also eliminates soil conditions 
that make elms susceptible to the fungus. It is recom- 
mended as a preventive for elms in threatened areas, 
but will also save trees already infected if the disease 
hasn’t gone too far. It is applied in the soil around 
elm trees in much the same manner as plant food; 
one application lasts at least one season. Most of the 
experiments so far have been made indoors on seed- 
ling elms, and further tests are needed to tell more 
about effects on mature trees. But because the prob- 
lem is so urgent, the material is being made available 
to the public for experimental purposes on a limited 
basis. 


Easy test for soil texture 


Have you ever wondered whether your soil needs or- 
ganic matter? The best test is to weigh a cubic foot 
of average-moist soil. If there is plenty of organic 
matter, it should weigh about 65 pounds. If it weighs 
much over 70 pounds, chances are that it needs or- 
ganic matter, which you can supply in the form of 
peatmoss or compost. On the other hand, if a cubic 
foot weighs less than 55 pounds, it is probably muck or 
peat soil and needs the addition of clay or sand. 


Well-fed plants resist insects 


Apparently there is a great deal to the old claim that 
insects prefer weak plants to well-fed ones. Professor 
Leonard Haseman of the University of Missouri has 
found that when the chinch bug is fed on plants grown 
in nitrogen-poor soil, it not only lives longer but lays 
more eggs. Haseman feels that well-fed crops will 
give better insect control. 


Chemical kills bean beetles 


At last an insecticide has been found that will stop 
the Mexican bean beetle without doing more harm to 
the plant than it does to the insect. The substance was 
developed at Purdue University, and has a long, jaw- 
breaking chemical name which has been shortened 
to Dilan. The chemical is mixed with water and used 
as a spray. Dilan is effective not only against the 
Mexican bean beetle but also against other pests that 
attack beans, tomatoes, cabbages, and potatoes. It 
will probably be on the market in commercial form by 
next summer,

Why seedlings grow spindly 


Don’t let your plants get out of step and become 
spindly, especially if you’re trying to grow seedlings 
indoors. As the temperature goes up, plants need 
more and more of the food they manufacture in their 
own leaves. But if the weather is dark, the leaves pro- 
duce much less food. So, if you don’t cut down the 
temperature on dark days, you'll find ‘your plants 
growing long and spindly, reaching for the light they 
need. To keep them short, drop the temperature. 
Even hot-weather plants like tomatoes and peppers 
are better off if air temperatures are dropped as low as 
45 degrees during dark weather. 


How cool is a cucumber? 


Last summer I became skeptical of the old saying, 
“As cool as a cucumber,” and decided to put it to 
the test. I connected a recording thermocouple to 
the inside of a cuke and kept a record of the inside 
temperature for a week. The supposedly cool vegetable 
turned out to be anything but cool. During the week 
its inside averaged 22 degrees hotter than did the air 
around it. 


Now you can have hybrid onions 


The humble onion is the latest plant to join the ranks 
of hybrid aristocracy. Now being increased for dis- 
tribution, a Golden Globe type and a Sweet Spanish 
hybrid will give home garden onions from seed in just 
about the length of time it now takes to grow them 
from sets—and they'll be better. The hybrid onions 
not only produce larger, more disease-resistant bulbs, 
but they mature earlier. I tested them on a small scale 
in my home garden and got double the normal 
yields. These two hybrids are for northern areas; they 
would bolt to seed in the South. 


Select small onion sets 


Speaking of onions, a common mistake made by many 
garden amateurs is to pick out the biggest sets they 
can find in their dealers’ bins. Any onion more than 
one inch in diqmeter is no longer a set; it is a small 
onion. If planted again, it will immediately shoot a 
seed stalk instead of forming a larger bulb. The right 
way to buy sets for most purposes is to pick out the 
ones that are between one-half and three-quarters inch 
in diameter. 


Minature hothouses give easy harvest 


If you want to beat your neighbors by growing the 
earliest melons or tomatoes in your neighborhood, 
you'll be interested in a new plastic plant protector 
developed in California. The West Coast melon 
growers have used this clear plastic hothouse in 
miniature to beat the season by two to three weeks. 
Now they are available to the person who gardens in 
his back yard. Although more expensive than the old 
waxed-paper covers, the plastic protectors will last 
five years to the paper cover’s one year, and give 
superior growing conditions. Although the clear 
plastic lets the sun shine through, the heat under- 
neath isn’t excessive. (Incidentally, I have found that 
a single protector makes an ideal cover under which to 
root a few cuttings.)

You can’t help being a part of this picture, for above all 
things, mental illness, especially the everyday kind, is a 
family affair. And whether you measure it by misery or fre- 
quency, mental illness is the biggest unsolved health prob- 
lem of our time. 

Tomorrow, injections of specific medicines will drive the 
fog of confusion from many sick minds, as penicillin drives 
fever from sick bodies. And tomorrow is closer than we 
think. Today we have the exciting promise, clearly out- 
lined by new discoveries which indicate that mental illness 
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is in the body—not something mysterious and wholly de- 
tached from our physical selves. 

This bold, new look at mental trouble is long overdue. It 
had to wait while ways were found to measure minute bodi- 
ly changes that drive men, women, and children mad—or 
at least accompany madness. Painstaking scientists are 
probing into physical secrets of the brain. They are peering 
into the incredibly small world of the living cell. They are 
learning that nerve cells are tiny chemical factories, secret- 
ing very real substances that affect our behavior. They are 
learning about the intricate chemical and electrical mech- 
anism that keeps our billions of body cells working together 
as a mental and physical unit. 


The enormous implication is that by adjusting the body, 
with the right chemical regulators, many once-hopeless cases 
can be brought back from insanity.

Privacy makes better outdoor living 


Why fence yourself in? Have all the privacy 
you need—but keep your neighbors friendly 


By Douglas Baylis

j difference between just another back yard and real 
outdoor living starts with privacy. You and the rest of your 
family want a spot where you can doze in the sun, read in the 
shade, or eat an outdoor meal without feeling that you are in a 
showcase for neighbors and passers-by to view. 

It’s easy enough to have privacy in a large yard where you 
can give up a lot of space for wide, dense plantings. On small 
properties space is precious, but you can get privacy with a 
fence that requires a space only 6 inches wide. 

Fortunately, you needn't, build a high fence all around your 
property to get the seclusion you need. Partial fences and 
screens can be used to shut off only the areas where you want 
privacy. You'll find suggestions here on how to do it.

You can get privacy by enclosing your entire lot as in 
the top drawing, or by using partial screens as in the 
lower two drawings. Louvers, trellis fences, and the 
other open structures let breeze in but shut out view 
from outside. Placement of your own screens depends 
on where you want privacy, and on the directions 
from which outsiders may peer in. 
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Limber lengths of lumber weave a hand- 
some and durable fence. Dimensions are 
anything handy: 4 to 1 inch thick, 4 to 
12 inches wide, 14 to 18 feet long. Posts 
are 4x4, spacer strips 1x1. 

Experiment to find best spacing for 
posts and spacer strips; it will depend on 
your material. Nail boards only at the posts 
and paint or stain the wood before you 
start weaving your fence.

Much as the infant Mississippi astounded the little girl, 
so do other wonders of the land of lakes—-Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, and Canada’s province of Ontario 
astound those who vacation in its magic. Its freshness in- 
vigorates. Its waves thrill. Its tall pines bewitch. And it’s 
conveniently pocketed for you in the palm of North Ameri- 


ca’s hand, easy to reach by car, train, bus, or plane. 


L your family answers the beckoning finger of these 


Northern lakes and woods, what awaits you? Want to fight a 
swirling, golden walleye on a cool, blue lake like Minnesota’s 
Whitefish or Michigan’s Gogebic? Or flirt with wild black 
bears and timid deer in Upper Michigan’s dense woods? If 
yours is excursion fever, would you enjoy singing with the 
boatmen who carry you up the Wisconsin Dells to witness 
Indian ceremonials by moonlight? Or motor high above ice- 
blue Lake Superior in the land of black rocks from Duluth, 
all the way around to the new, modernistic town of Terrace 
Bay, Ontario? 

If you've a yen for wilderness, how about paddling a 
canoe through Ontario’s pine-shrouded, habitationless 
lakes and sleeping in a tent? Prefer civilization? Join Lower 
Michigan’s shuffleboard throngs at nearly every resort, 
beach, or park. Or the small fry who gaze each summer 
at Paul Bunyan’s giant statue in Bemidji, Minnesota. 

If you’re looking for spots like these, or for rugged trout 
streams, or for luxurious automobileless Mackinac Island, 
or for just a cozy lakeside camp where the kids can feed the 
chipmunks and wade safely from a sandy beach, while the 
the waves lull you to sleep like someone sweeping gently 
with a huge, soft-bristled broom—if any of these sound good 
to you, the lake region is your family’s ticket. 


Irs a lot like the information man at the tourist bureau 
said, as he leaned over to help a wandering family find them- 
selves on a map, “What kind of a vacation do you want? 
You name it—we've got it! 

But before you can name it, you need a synopsis of what's 
there—of what you will find in this land of 50,000 lakes, of 
jack pines and Norways, of hard maples and birch. Most 
families who vacation there are interested in the water—for 
fishing and for swimming. 

Fishing-wise, if your family is anxious to hook up with 
bass, or pan fish—which is what the natives call collectively 
crappies, sunfish, bluegills, perch—a good rule of thumb is 
to select a small lake. On the other hand, if vou want wall- 
eyed pike, northern pike, or muskies—choose a large lake. 
If you want to be sure of the variety of fish you'll probably 
catch in a certain lake, write the conservation Commission of 
the state its in and ask what fish the water is ‘‘“managed” 
for—not for the kinds of fish ‘tin the lake.” 

Nearly every lake, though, is good for pan fish, easily 
caught by novices and not always spurned by experts. They 
are the children’s delight. Largemouth bass, northern pike, 
and muskies like weedy, semishallow lakes. Walleyes prefer 
rocks, and water from 20 to 50 feet deep. Lake trout choose 
seemingly bottomless, clear, boulder-strewn high-shore-

This cleaner 
draws and blows air through water, may be used 
with floor brush attachment to wash a floor or rug 


Tilt device for fringe rolls cleaner over edge of rug 
without snarls or lifting. Just press handle down past 
operating position. Two-speed motor, controlled by 
toe switch, offers low speed for small lightweight 
rugs and high speed for deep-piled, full-size rugs 


Floor brush attachment of your vacuum cleaner 
takes dust up in a hurry. Or you can dust floor with 
soft-b:istled brush or dry mop. To touch up worn spots 
or remove black marks, apply liquid wax. For all- 
over cleanup, use a wax remover or floor cleaner 


Dry mop shown has a rotary head that lets you dust 
with either side. Another dust mop has a flexible 
extension handle that bends to let you dust under 
furniture. Choose between round or triangular mop- 
heads, and wide or oblong ones like push brooms 


Carpet sweeper shown has a spring-controlled brush 
which automatically applies proper brush pressure. 
You need not bear down on handle; a gentle push 
with palm of hand or two fingers is enough. Lower

What a power mower will do for you

Use this rule of thumb. A power 
mower is well worth your consid- 
eration if hand mowing now takes 
you more than an hour a week. 


What type? 

Reel-type mowers are the most 
familiar kind, in gasoline- and 
electric-powered as well as in hand- 
driven models. They won't do the 
job as well as some other types on 
big weeds and overly tall grass, but 
they are highly safe and efficient 
for the most common job: mowing 
an ordinary lawn quickly, easily, 
and smoothly. 

Mowers of the reel type usually 
are self-propelled. You just follow 
them around the lawn at 1 to 3 
miles an hour and steer. You still 
have to provide the brains, though 

start the motor, set the cutting 
height, choose an efficient route 
around the vard, and avoid dam- 
age to trees and shrubs 

You probably know by now that 
the usual recommendation for cut- 
ting height of Kentucky bluegrass 
and bluegrass-fescue mixtures is 
about 1!9 inches, except in dry 
periods when 2 inches will be better 
for the lawn. That’s why it is im- 
portant to choose a mower that can 
be adjusted within this range. This 


high adjustment is not important if 
you have Bermuda grass. 

One reason that the man with a 
power mower often has the best- 
looking lawn in the neighborhood 
is that he mows it oftener. Grass 
clippings are short enough to slip 
down between the standing blades 
ot grass. 

In shopping, you'll discover 
many mowers with special features 
of their own. You must be the judge 
as to whether you need such fea- 
tures to do a better job. 


Rotary mowers, like the reel 
type, have convenient controls, are 
simple to maneuver, to pull back- 
ward. They are comparatively 
light and sturdy, because their 
drive mechanism is simple. They 
have fewer moving parts than the 
reel kind and usually can get closet 
to things—sometimes within half 
an inch. 

They handle weeds and tall grass 
well. Some makes have extra at- 
tachments with which you can 
pulverize fallen leaves and spread 
them on the lawn, thus saving you 
the raking job. 

Unless a rotary-blade mower is 
extremely well guarded, it is more 
dangerous than one of the reel 
type. The one big blade revolves at 
very high speed. 

In some rotary-blade mowers, 
the engine drives the cutting blade 
but not the wheels. This means that 
you have to push the machine 
around—which is safer with many 
mowers of this type action, and a 
little easier for a beginner.

} ou can’t start too soon to prepare for building. But you 


can start building too soon. Before you do anything, ask 
yourself some questions. First, 


How much money do you have to put in a home? 


Roughly one-tenth of the amount you have to spend can 
go for a lot and basic landscaping. For every $1,000 you 
have left for the house, you can build approximately 

85 square feet of 1-story house 
Q1 square feet of 2-story house 
93 square feet of 11!4-story house. 

By multiplying the number of square feet by the number 
of thousands you have to spend, you can figure how much 
space you can afford. This space may vary 50 square feet 
either way from your answer, depending on materials. 


How many rooms can you get from this much space? 


his isn’t too easy to figure, because not all the space you 


ended up with above goes into rooms. You need to allow 


at ieast 


10 square feet of storage space per person, and 40 
square feet for a stairway. Allowing half a square foot for 
every running foot of inside or outside wall, you'll have to 
deduct another 125 to 150 square feet. And don’t forget 
that you need some hall space, which costs the same as any 


First step is to make out a budget based on 
the money you can spend, number of rooms 
your family needs, and sizes of those rooms 


other space. To help you figure room sizes, study the budget 
above. It’s based on average-size rooms. 

If you don’t intend to have a basement, figures change 
somewhat. You get 90 square feet for your $1,000 instead 
of 85 in a one-story house. You should allow 15 to 20 square 
feet of storage per person, rather than 10; the 40 square feet 
you save by cutting out stairs will take care of your furnace 
and water-heater space requirements. 

By now you should know if you can afford to build the 
space you need. If you can,

extra; legal restrictions; the neighborhood in general. 


How do you want each room to face? 


There are four considerations here: view, direction of 
winter winds, direction of summer breeze, 
you'll probably want living, play, and eating areas on the 


view side, 


sun. If possible, 


garage and kitchen on the side that’s cool in win- 
ter, living and sleeping areas on the side that’s cool in sum- 
mer, and bedrooms and outdoor living areas on the sunny 
side. Sometimes it’s impossible to get what you want; if, 
for instance, bedrooms can’t be on both the sunny and cool 
sides, you'll have to decide whether good sun or good venti- 
lation is more important to your family. 


Now you’re ready to plan 


If you’re going to have an architect plan your home, 
you're ready to visit him. Show him the list. He’ll ask you a 


exterior materials, wall and 
floor finishes, type of heating. Let him help you with these, 
for he can advise on comparative costs, beauty, and aptness. 

No matter how well you planned your rooms, if their re- 
lationship isn’t right, you won't like your home. Remember 


few things not yet covered: 


that a house has traffic just as real as that on a highway; 
plan that traffic so it goes around rooms, not through them.

Tae night,”’ Jim Wattriss told me, “I wanted to kill 
my own child.” 

That night his doctor had said, “You’ve got to face 
it, Jim. Your child has a weak mind.” 

Jim and his wife are both college graduates. In neither 
of their families had there ever been any mental illness or 
deficiency. Peter, blue-eyed, with curly brown hair and 
an impish grin, looked like a lot of other 4-year-olds. 
But since he had recovered from an acute attack of 
whooping cough at the age of 9 months, he just hadn’t 
been bright.

Vass are the mentally deficient 
persons we laugh at or, worse yet, 
ignore and neglect and leave to 
wasted lives of misery as burdens to 
society. 

These are the Peters of the 
world. 

But Peter’s is a success story, 
made possible by the most thrilling 
development in the field in recent 
years: Parents of such children are 
becoming ever more ready to face 
the fact of their voungsters’ de- 
ficiency—and they’re doing some- 
thing about it. 

Parents’ groups are on the 
march throughout the country. 
These groups operate on a three- 
point program. First, educating 
parents and the public to an under- 
standing and acceptance of the 
mentally retarded. Second, en- 
couraging the establishment of out- 
side training facilities for such chil- 
dren who can be kept at home, and 
the improvement and increasing of 
facilities for children who must be 
institutionalized. Third, urging the 
allotment of funds, through legis- 
lation or group campaigns, for 


special research in the field of 


mental deficiency which, despite 
the size of the problem, has been 
comparatively neglected. 


r 

Dre first phase—education for 
acceptance—has been the hardest, 
particularly for the parents. Today 
Lloyd Martine, a Spokane restau- 
rant owner, can do more than dis- 
cuss his 8-year-old daughter’s case 
with his wife and their physician. 
He can say to you, “You see, Grace 
just isn’t bright. Her brain has 
been injured in some way—we 
think it occurred during her birth. 
But her mind is weak. She never 


will be quite like other children.” 

The Martines, like the Wattriss- 
es, have a special job as parents. 
Grace must have special training 
so she will be able to take care of 
herself and so she will never be a 
burden after her parents are dead. 
At the same time, they must train 
the world to accept Grace, to 
understand that she has a definite 
contribution to make and that she 
can make it—if she’s allowed to. 
And they found they can do this 
only by being able, first of all, to 
say, “Our child just isn’t bright— 
and she never will be.” 

The Martines couldn’t say it 
three years ago. ““We thought if we 
didn’t say anything,” Lloyd re- 
calls, “the neighbors wouldn’t 
notice anything wrong with Grace. 
She’s such a pretty little girl. Of 
course they noticed something 
wrong. Put her next to a normal 
child, and it’s easy to see. And they 
thought we were blind to it— 
blind to something that had be- 
come our very existence.” 


I. is not easy for parents of a re- 
tarded child to find either fellow- 
ship or professional assistance, but 
the search is becoming easier 
through the work of existing or- 
ganizations. Where can they go? 
Their city, county, or state depart- 
ments of health, mental hygiene, or 
social welfare may be able to refer 
them to the proper public or pri- 
vate organization that will help 
them to understand and care for 
such youngsters. Systems vary in 
each locality. 

But public progress has been 
slow, and those who have helped 
themselves are perhaps _ best 
equipped to help others. Dr. 
Dallas Pratt, staff psychiatrist for 
the National Mental Health Foun- 
dation, recommends that parents 
of retarded children get in touch 
with organized groups of such

parents. Among the largest and 
most active and best able to offer 
advice are the Association for the 
Help of Retarded Children, Inc., 
1133 Broadway, New York 10, 
New York; the Children’s Benevo- 
lent League of Washington, 524 
Mission, Spokane 13, Washington; 
and the Council for the Retarded 
Child of Hamilton County, 835 
East Mitchell Avenue, Cincinnati, 
Ohio. These three parents’ or- 
ganizations are made up of people 
who, fortunately for themselves 
and for the community, know what 
the problem is. 


The parents have taught one 
another to face the facts. Of 
course, they still shy away from 
words like “idiot,” “imbecile,” 
and “moron,” and they draw clear 
lines between the “mentally de- 
ficient” children, who usually have 
intelligence quotients of between 
50 and 75, and the ‘“‘feeble- 
minded,” whose I.Q.s fall below 
50. But they are ready to accept 
the fact that their children do not 
have the natural intelligence and 
ability to carry their own load. 
The next thing the groups do is 
to teach members some of the facts 
about their unnormal offspring. 
They learn first that a feeble- 
minded or mentally deficient per- 


son is not mentally ill. A mentally 
ill person had a whole mind to 
start with and hasa chance, through 
treatment, of being restored to 
mental health; but a mentally 
deficient child can never be made 
whole; he cannot be cured. Out- 
side of that, in 7 out of 10 cases, he 
looks just like anyone else. 

The parents also learn that 
while mentally retarded children 
are incurable, they are not hope- 
less. They find that a great deal can 
be done for their children—either 
in the home or in an institution. 
And the decision as to how the 
child shall be cared for must be 
made early for the sake of the 
child, the parents, and society. 

Since only about one-half of all 
mental deficiency is caused by 
heredity, the parents are told a 
good part of the stigma attached 
to producing a mentally retarded 
child should be wiped away. But 
science cannot soothe a parent’s 
emotions, the suspicion of the 
other partner, each sure that some 
defect in the other’s make-up or 
background is the cause and yet 
fearing that he himself is at fault. 


An outsider can never get deep 
enough within the domestic circle 
to witness the day-by-day tension,

the hour-by-hour irritation, the 
constant corrosion of love the pres- 
ence of a mentally deficient child 
can produce in certain households. 
There is no escape from the fact 
of the child’s defectiveness. No 
amount of reasoning can wipe it 
out. 

A young architect came to Dr. 
Harry C. Storrs, superintendent 
of Letchworth Village, New York 
State’s school for the feeble- 
minded. He wanted to commit his 
3-year-old daughter. He could not 
care for her himself—after three 
years of domestic hell, his wife had 
left him and the child. “It was im- 
possible for us to live together,” 
the architect said. “Even though 
no one has been able to trace the 
baby’s illness to heredity, my wife 
suspected it was my fault—and I 
have to admit that I blamed her. 
It's so hard to remember how 
much we loved each other—before 
the baby was born.” 


When the child died not long 
after commitment, Doctor Storrs 
called the father to Letchworth to 
ask permission for an autopsy. 
Then he had the father come to the 
laboratory where he showed him 
the opened skull and a blood clot 
on the brain—definite proof that 
heredity had played no_ part. 
“When last seen,” Doctor Storrs 
said, “he was going to tell his 
wife—if he could ever find her.” 

Consider the perpetual hell in 
which Jane Frank lives. Her hus- 
band has two children by a pre- 
vious marriage, both normal, 
healthy youngsters who live with 
his divorced wife. Jane married 
him five years ago and a son was 
born a year later. Their child has 
an 1.Q. of 40, with retarded mental 
development since birth. “I know, 
and my husband knows, as our 
doctors have told us, that the 
child’s deficiency is due to a brain 
injury caused by his delayed de- 
livery at birth,’ Jane says. “‘But in 
my heart I have the bitter knowl- 
edge that my husband has fathered 
normal children and that I have 
given birth to an imbecile. The 
child is a constant reminder of my 
failure.” 

The retarded child may not 
always be a source of friction be- 
tween parents. They may accept 
him. But he may jeopardize the 
lives of his normal brothers and 
sisters. 


, oa young women in_ their 
twenties consulted the chief psy- 
chiatrist of a Michigan institu- 
tion. They were troubled, a matter 
of conscience. Their parents had 
died within a year of each other 
and they were now the sole support 
of their feeble-minded brother, 
aged 20. They wanted the doctor’s 
advice: Should one of them stop 
working and care for the brother 
while the other worked to support 
the three—or should they violate 
their parents’ trust and commit 
their brother to an institution? 
“Tt’s up to you,” the psychia- 
trist said. “Of course, you must 
consider that when you marry you

will have to face the problem 
again.” 

“Marry?” the elder sister asked. 
“Why, we’ve never had a date. 
How could we invite a young man 
to the house with Danny there?” 


A prominent Chicago attorney 
hasn’t a lamp, an ornament, or a 
light piece of furniture in his house, 
because his feeble-minded son 
would destroy them in his not infre- 
quent tantrums. In Los Angeles, a 
12-year-old normal girl was com- 
mitted to a mental hospital with a 
nervous breakdown produced sole- 
ly by her embarrassment at having 
to take her mentally deficient sister 
for a daily walk. 

For the family of the more 
severely retarded child, institu- 
tionalization is the best answer. 
It’s the answer, too, for families 
who cannot afford to support a 
child who can never provide for 
himself; or who cannot give the 
training that an institution gives 
the child. 


| re the mentally de- 
ficient child finds his first approach 
to happiness in an institution. A 
youngster from a “normal” family, 
who has been aware, as so many 
retarded youngsters are, of his in- 
feriority, is subjected to the pres- 
sures of normality, no matter how 
his parents try to protect him. In 
an institution he finds, for the first 
time in his life, not merely that 
there are others as “stupid” as he— 
but that he is smarter than a lot of 
other people. Frequently he finds 
friends for the first time, because 
friends are those whom we mect 
on the same ground, without pity 
or tolerance. 

But whether at home or in an in- 
stitution, mentally retarded chil- 
dren must be trained: The old 
days of leaving the “‘village idiot” 
to his own devices are gone; left 
alone, particularly in the com- 
plexities of modern society, he is 
given a choice of rotting away 
through inactivity or heading 
straight for trouble. 


Biiea at home, there is a job to 
be done for the slow child, whether 
or not he will ultimately be able to 
learn semi- or complete independ- 


ence. Various agencies issue 
pamphlets with such advice. One of 
the better guides is ‘Teaching 
Me,” a guide for parents and 
others who have the care of sub- 
normal children, issued by the 
Mental Health Unit of the St. 
Paul, Minnesota, Department of 
Social Security. It tells of habit 
training—‘‘It is fun to help your- 
self’—teaching the child such 
basic eating habits as closing his 
mouth when chewing, using a fork, 
learning what is to be eaten, what 
is not; toilet training; keeping tidy; 
using a handkerchief; hanging up 
clothes. 

Another section is on discipline 
—It is fun to be good” —pointing 
out that scolding, nagging, threats, 
and warnings accomplish little 
compared with developing a set of 
“Yes” behavior and ‘‘No” be-

a hat training can do is illus- 
trated in the fact that while 7 out 
of every 100 children of school age 
are retarded, we find only 1 out of 
every 100 persons of all ages in this 
category. What happens to the 
larger percentage of youngsters? 

First of all, discard the idea that 
a strong back and weak mind go 
together. The mentally deficient 
have a shorter life expectancy than 
normal people and die at a young- 
er age. 

Much more important is that, 
with proper training, about four 
out of the seven can be made into 
self-sustaining independent citi- 
zens, so that by the time they reach 
adultaood they may be no longer 
classified as “retarded.” And an- 
other one or two can become semi- 
independent, conducting their lives 
with only occasional supervision. 
Phe remaining one or two, usually 
those with I.Q.s below 50, remain 
dependent and are, for the most 
part, institutionalized. 


1, institutions, as in special 
classes in the public schools, train- 
ing begins early for those who can 
be taught. But it is training for liv- 
ing and working in the world as it 
is, rather than book learning, that 
these youngsters receive. 

A lack of adaptability is the 
basic characteristic of mental de- 
ficiency, teachers point out. So, 
basically, youngsters are trained 
for a work habit. They lack initia- 
tive and they cannot cope with 
anything outside their immediate 
job, but they can and do work 
efhciently and conscientiously. 

For retarded youngsters who are 
kept at home, the public schools of 
many states and a number of 
cities provide special classes, called 
slow learners’ classes, Benet classes, 
or Classes for Children with Re- 
tarded Mental Development— 
C.R.M.D. classes. And with the 
com- 
panionship which the slow child 
lacks in his “‘normal” home.

have no programs, cities like St. 
Louis, Birmingham, New Orleans, 
Des Moines, and Providence pro- 
vide them in their public schools. 

But such classes aren’t handed 
to the public on a platter. Parents 
have to fight to get them—and 
fight to get more of them. A New 
York City advertising executive 
who lives in a Long Island com- 
munity—which we'll call White- 
side—had to put up a hattle to get 
one. His own child was retarded; 
and he could not afford to send 
him to a private school nor did he 
want to institutionalize the young- 
ster who, with an I.Q. of 60, was 
highly trainable. He knew of sev- 
eral other retarded children in the 
community and spent long eve- 
nings arguing, urging, and cajoling 
their parents into working with 
him to get a special class. Under 
New York state law, where there 
are at least 10 retarded children 
the locality must provide a special 
class in the public school. 


This parent and his neighbors 
got together. They wrote the State 
Department of Education of their 
needs but got no action. Finally 
the. advertising man wrote that if 
the state didn’t act he’d start such 
a class himself, in the room over 
his garage. At the same time, the 
parents consulted with Richard H. 
Hungerford, director of New York 
City’s Board of Education Bureau 
of Children with Retarded Mental 
Development. He told them what 
their class should and could pro- 
vide for their youngsters. And at 
long last, with the cooperation of 
the local school board, Whiteside 
got its special class. 

The story was different in North 
Whiteside. Parents who tried to 
follow their neighbors’ example 
found themselves blocked. The 
reason? It was the one at the root 
of the problem faced by enlight- 
ened parents everywhere. The prin- 
cipal of the North Whiteside school 
was himself the father of a mentally 
deficient child. If he allowed such 
a class to be opened in his school, 
he would be obliged to enter his 
own child, admitting to the world 
that he had fathered a child who 
was less than a genius. Thus 
dozens of parents found their chil- 
dren’s welfare sacrificed for one 
parent’s vanity. 


Crademes of special classes or 
institutional training find 20 per- 
cent of the world’s work within 
their abilities. They can be domes- 
tic workers, farm workers, factory 
workers; helpers to cooks, carpen- 
ters, painters, mechanics, and 
plumbers; countermen; porters; 
attendants; pantry maids; handy 
men; maintenance men—among 
hundreds of simple occupations 
that require a willing heart, a semi- 
skilled hand, and a conscientious 
mind. 

Parents of these children are be- 
coming more and more aware of 
what training can accomplish for 
their youngsters. Overcrowded 
and understaffed institutions shel- 
ter thousands of mentally defective 


adults who, because of a lack of 
training, sit helpless and hopeless 
awaiting nothingness. Outside of 
such institutions, the mentally re- 
tarded, while only 1 percent of the 
population as a whole, contribute 
to 10 percent of the criminal and 
delinquent population. For, with- 
out normal inhibitions and moral 
attitudes, they fall easily into the 
paths of delinquency. The alerted 
parents, through their organiza- 
tions, are making the improvement 
of training facilities and institutions 
a basic part of their program. 


The third phase, the encourage- 
ment of research, is an equally 
vital goal. The medical profession 
itself confesses to much ignorance 
on the subject. The causes of at 
least a third of the cases of mental 
deficiency remain still to be de- 
termined. The one thing doctors 
are completely sure of is that there 
is no cure for mental retardation 
now. 

But to parents, the absence of 
cure does not mean the absence of 
hope. There is heartbreak—in 
addition to bankruptcy—awaiting 
them in their mad scramble and 
hunt for the cure that has not yet 
been found. Thousands of parents 
have spent fortunes and gone deep 
in debt racing from neurologists to 
psychiatrists to brain specialists to 
pediatricians, trying something 
new, some method or type of treat- 
ment that promises, if not a cure, at 
least some relief. Too many of 
these “experts” are quacks seeking 
a fast dollar from a hopeful parent 
who often deludes himself into 
seeing imagined improvement. 


The only recent scientific devel- 
opment has been the use of glu- 
tamic-acid treatment, involving 
the intake of this protein extract. 
In some cases it seemed to raise 
the child’s I1.Q. by heightening his 
mental activity. In others it had no 
effect. “You can get the same thing 
out of a steak, and I’d rather eat 
the steak,” Dr. Lloyd N. Yepsen, 
executive vice-president of the 
American Association on Mental 
Deficiency, has said. Unlike steak, 
glutamic acid has cost parents $10 
a pound or more. 

Because of the futility of most 
parents’ search, the Association on 
Mental Deficiency passed a resolu- 
tion at its annual convention last 
May warning parents against sub- 
mitting their children to any new 
“cure” or treatment without first 
seeing that it has the Association’s 
approval. Located at present in 
Washington Crossing, New Jersey, 
the Association acts as a clearing- 
house for lay and_ professional 
groups advising parents and or- 
ganizations. It is also urging the 
establishment of commissions to 
study the problems and needs of 
the mentally deficient within each 
state.

Foundation planting is where many home- 


owners go astray. But it’s just as easy 


to do it the right way— and here’s how 


By Norman A. Morris 


es planting is a simple art, 
but a much misunderstood one. Be- 
cause every house is different, no person 
can make an ironclad set of rules good 
for every possible situation. But by com- 
bining a few simple principles with 
some common sense, you'll have no 
trouble working out an attractive plant- 
ing that suits your own house. 

[here are five points that most de- 
signers consider fundamental. Remem- 
ber them in your own planning. 

First: Your house is the most impor- 
tant object in your landscape scheme. 
Select and place plants to make the 
most of it; omit anything that competes

with the house as the center of interest. 

Second: Plants should be in scale with 
the house—big plants for big houses, 
small plants for small houses. 

Third: Total amount of foliage should 
be in relation to size of house. Don’t 
overplant or underplant. 

Fourth: The planting should lead to- 


ward the house, making it the center of 


interest. (Circular flower beds went out 
of style because they led nowhere.) 
Fifth: The planting should be basic- 
ally simple. Overindulgence in fancy 
plantings usually fails. 
Now let’s go on to see how you put 
these ideas into practice. 





Do’s and don’ts in 
foundation planting 


Do’s 

1 Allow each plant space to develop to 
its mature size. 

2 Plant in groups or masses of pleasing 
form. 
Select plants to fit definite height re- 
quirements according to location. 
Plant corners before planting wall 
spaces. 

5 Recognize the architect's design; don’t 
hide it. 

6 Be practical. Good design is based on 
practicality. 

7 Plan on paper. Experiments on the 
grounds are expensive. 


Don’ts 

1 Avoid planting in straight lines. 

2 Avoid hedgelike effects caused by 
repetitious use of asingle type of plant. 

3 Avoid plants whose unnatural forms 
draw attention to themselves. 

t Avoid planting wall spaces up to cor- 
ners, leaving corners themselves ex- 
posed and harsh-looking. 

5 Avoid plantings which destroy archi- 
tect’s design. Covering windows, for 
instance, is poor practice. 

6 Avoid crowding plants. Don’t put a 
plant with 4-foot spread into a space 
of 2 feet.

4 like to start with the doorway. The door is most often 
the center of interest in the house, just as the house is the 
center of the landscape picture. 

The plantings should call attention to the door, not 
smother it nor destroy the effect the architect intended. 
The common tendency is to try to balance the plantings 
on each side of the doorway. This is often a sound prac- 
tice, but no law says that the plantings have to be the 
same on both sides. 

If the house is symmetrical in design—that is, one-half 
of the front almost an exact duplicate of the other, it is 
almost always safe to duplicate the plants on both sides. 

Obviously, if the house front isn’t symmetrical, it is 
impossible to make the plantings the same on both sides. 
But even when the house front isn’t symmetrical, the 
doorway sometimes is. Then you can balance the plant- 
ings on both sides if you wish. Or, if there is enough space, 
the plantings can be made different on the two sides, with 
shrubs on one side considerably larger than those on the 
other. The decision depends entirely on your own prefer- 
ence and upon how much wall and ground space you 
have available for planting. 


Py ramidal evergreens are always eye catchers, and for 
that reason they have been vastly overused. They stand, 
two by two, beside millions of front doors. Even so, you 
can use them if you have a formal symmetrical entrance. 
Otherwise it’s safest to leave them alone, especially since 
most existing homes are informal in design. Plants of 
somewhat rounder forms, with softer, unclipped outlines, 
will fill the majority of your needs in foundation planting. 

With larger homes where there is more area to cover, 
entrance plantings are often best if they consist of several 
plants in a group. In that case, the best plan is to have 
one or two large shrubs, with smaller ones in front to 
build down the foliage mass gradually. 

One warning that you should keep in mind in every 
aspect of foundation planting: Don’t use shrubs which 
will eventually grow out of bounds and hide windows, 
doorways, or other features of the house.

Corners of buildings are planted almost without ex- 
ception. Houses appear their most awkward at the cor- 
ners, bare and exposed in relation to the ground. 

In almost all foundation plantings, the tallest shrubs 
will be used at the corners, alone or in combination. The 
larger the house, the more foliage there should be at the 
corners. 

Tall shrubs are used-to gain height, with medium and 
small shrubs to drop the foliage to the ground in easy 
steps. Small trees can sometimes be used with big houses; 
vines are another device for softening corner lines. 

The sketches show a few of the many possible combi- 
nations you Can use to get a stepped-down effect. 


Take it easy planting wall spaces 

Wall spaces may or may not need to be planted. Take 
a look at them; only if they appear barren and uninter- 
esting are plants an absolute necessity. 

With small houses, wall plantings can be quite simple 
as sketches indicate. You don’t have to hide the entire 
foundation unless the house is an old one with a high and 
unsightly foundation line. 

Uninteresting wall spaces are more apt to occur along 
the sides of a house than in the front or back. On narrow 
lots, especially, you have little space, and much of this 
must be left open for paths around the house. A good 
alternative plan is to use a fence on the property line, 
planted with vines or climbing roses. 

Likewise, the driveway side may have only a foot or 
two of planting space. This is a good spot to use light- 
growing vines on a well-designed trellis. Espaliered trees 
are also valuable for such spots.

A foundation planting needs good 
growing conditions if it is to thrive 
and be at its best. Fertile soil and 
enough water, of course, are essen- 
tial, but proper spacing is just as 
important. 

Plants should seldom be put less 
than 114 feet from the foundation. 
One reason is that foundations 
tend to absorb moisture, making 
soil too dry for plants. Another rea- 
son is that few plants are less than 


3} feet across, and will crowd if 


planted too close to the house. 
More space is desirable because 
air circulation behind plants keeps 
down disease and prevents damage 
to house from dampness

shrubs is to allow spreading room 
equal to their eventual heights. A 
shrub which will grow 6 feet high, 
for instance, will usually be about 
6 feet across. You will sometimes 
have to make special allowance 
one way or the other for shrubs 
which have a very low, spreading 
habit of growth, or for those which 
grow tall with very little spreading, 
like some of the pyramidal ever- 
greens planted by doorways. 

Space properly, because later at- 
tempts to thin a crowded founda- 
tion planting seldom work. A 
crowded planting is a mistake that 
you are usually stuck with. 


How to make your own plan 








In working out your own foundation planting, you will work with a 
plan (below) and a simple elevation drawing of your house (above) 


To develop your own planting, 


first draw your house plan on a

scale of 144 inch to 1 foot. Next, 
make sketches of the front, sides, 
and back of the house. These 
sketches, called elevations, require 
no talent—just straight lines and 
correct dimensions. 

Experiment with shrub com- 
binations on your plan. Use coins 
to represent shrubs. On a ! 
scale, pennies or dimes represent 
about 3 feet, quarters 4 feet, 50- 
cent pieces 5 feet, and silver dollars 
or milk bottle caps between 6 and 
7 feet.

Place the coins in various com- 
binations tll you have one that 
seems to work. Draw circles around 
each coin. A small cross in the cen- 
ter of each circle shows the exact 
spot to plant the shrub. 

Now sketch the shrub masses on 
the sketches of the house faces. You 
may find that some changes are 
needed, that a shrub may cover a 
window or otherwise be in the 
wrong place. Think in terms of the 
full-grown height of the shrubs. A 
little experimenting will give you a 
foundation planting just right for 
your house.

Later, when the 
chicken was a golden brown, he 
added a houquet garni. (Bouquet 
garni: a small handful of parsley 
and two sprigs of fresh thyme and 
a bav leaf laced in.) Then he cov- 
ered the pot and let the contents 
cook slowly until the birds were 
tender. Simple? Fish out the bou- 
quet—it has served its savory duty 

Gently place the chickens on the 
serving plate. See that golden sauce 
in the bottom of the pot? Use it on 
whole steamed potatoes rolled in 
chopped parsley. Don’t hesitate to 
“sop up” what's left with good 
crusty bread. You're at home

Local pride is worth 


S6G.100 for a More Beautiful 


a air view of Claremont, California, (below) tells 
an important story about home-town pride. Three years 
ago Claremont had no city park and no prospect of get- 
ting one. That's where local pride stepped in; the people 
themselves rolled up their sleeves and turned an orange 
grove into the park their city needed. 

Claremont was one of the winners in the last More 
Beautiful America competition. Other winners ranged 
from tiny Macclesfield, North Carolina, (367 people) to 
large cities like Cleveland, Ohio, (880,000 population). 

In some ways the big-city projects were the most strik- 
ing since people living in large cities are often accused of 
being without community pride. The last competition 
proved just the opposite. The Cleveland Rose Society 
planted a rose garden in the downtown public square. 
Oakland, California, businessmen personally planted 
and landscaped an important highway. In Birmingham, 
Alabama, the prizewinning project was the beautifica- 
tion of a sanitarium. 

The present competition ends in November, but there 
is still a full season for getting a project under way and 
doing all the necessary landscaping and gardening. 
Other projects are already started but haven’t been en- 
tered in the competition because their sponsors are too 
modest about their work,

What projects are e ligible?— 
Ihe best answer to that question 
is, “Whatever your community 
needs.””

Fit vour house

It may be a sprawling Ranch-type, or a snug two- 
story. It may have an attached garage, or a basement 
garage. It may face the street, or turn its back to it. It 
may have a basement laundry, or a utility room. 

What your new home will be will depend on two 
factors— your family and your lot. 

You know how many rooms you will need, and how 
much you can spend. Your lot will help determine 
whether the rooms will be on one, or two, floors. Its size 
will dictate the type of home you will build—its shape 
will determine how the building is placed. 

If your house is properly planned to fit your lot, draw- 
backs such as steep slopes and rocks can be turned into 
assets, and special advantages can be utilized. 





Legal aspects. At the city hall, look up building restrictions in 
your neighborhood. In some districts no building is allowed 
within 20 feet of the street. Perhaps a certain distance must be 
left between your house or garage and the sides of the lot. In 
some areas Only one- or two-story houses may be erected. Some 
cities go so far as to allow houses of only a certain cost range or 
architectural type in some zones. In other areas, zoning re- 
quirements limit the number of residential units that may be 
constructed on lots. You'll find many restrictions in the building 
code or zoning ordinances. Other restrictions may be contained 
in the deed to vour lot. Check thoroughly before you build. 





Topography. Have a licensed surveyor make a topographical 
survey of your property. It will show the shape and size of your 
lot and the bordering streets, utilities, depth and location of 
sewers 

Ask the surveyor to add contour lines at one- or two-foot 
levels if your lot slopes, and to locate trees over three inches in 
diameter. indicating their size and species. Have him show ad- 
joining houses. also 

Add these items vourself: Special view, direction of the winter 
wind and summer breeze, depth of underground water and 
soil type (learned from a test hole or neighbors). Examine rock 
outcroppings—rock provides a good foundation, an expensive 
basement. Find out where future sewers, electricity, gas, side- 
walks, streets, or telephone lines may be placed. 








Basement. Your personal preference will largely determine 
whether or not vour new house will have a basement. But there are 
certain rules governing the economies of basement construction. 

A basement is questionable under these conditions: Where 
the climate makes a heating system unnecessary. Where there 
are prolonged damp spells that may cause excessive condensa- 
tion. Where there is not much frost (there, house footings may 
be poured just below the frostline). Where the water level is 
above the proposed basement floor (waterproofing is costly). 
Where rock is near the surface of the ground, making excava-

The first step in planning your house to fit your lot is 
to gain information. You will want to know legal restric- 
tions, topography, soil type, weather conditions, depth of 





its water table, and location of utilities. 


Soil type and ground moisture will have much to do 
with deciding whether your home will have a basement. 
The depth of the sewer will determine whether the base- 
ment can have plumbing fixtures. The presence of a view 
may decide which way your living room will face. You 








may want to use your garage to shield your home from 
winds. These elements, and a score more, must be meshed 
together if your home is to be molded to your lot. 
Here’s a step-by-step method to follow in obtaining 
knowledge of your lot, and planning your home around it.

where there is very little storage and no central heating plant. 

A basement should be considered under these conditions: 
Where the climate is relatively dry. Where sandy soil provides 
good drainage. Where a small lot places a premium on space. 
On a sloping lot which lends itself to a partial basement pro- 
viding car storage. 

If no basement is used, a crawl space should be provided 
under the first-floor beams of a frame house to give access to 
pipes and wiring. The first floor may be of concrete, poured 
directly on the earth. Cinders covered with waterproof felt 
should be spread under it to prevent dampness. 


Number of stories. Lot size and cost are the major factors 
here. If all rooms are to be on one floor, your house will need 
more ground than if rooms are above each other. A square, two- 
story house is cheaper to build than one with the same number 
of rooms on one floor—a smaller foundation and roof are need- 
ed. Such buildings also are cheaper to heat. Closely tied in with 
the number of stories is the shape of the house—the cost in- 
creases as the number of breaks and irregularities in the outside 
wall is multiplied. One-story Ranch types require more founda- 
tions, a greater roof area, more wall surfaces, corners, and pip- 
ing. In deciding on the number of stories and the shape, the lot 
must be kept in mind. A square, high house will be out of place 


on some sites, low houses on others, as the sketch above shows.

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Placing your buildings on the lot. Most homes are parallel 
to straight streets, or to tangents of curved streets. Irregular 
houses and lots allow greater leeway. Placing buildings on the 


“northern side of your lot will allow greater exposure to the sun. 


On steep slopes it is economical to build the long side of your 
house parallel to the long contour lines of the survey. It is con- 
venient to have the garage attached to or built into the house. 
However, long roads are expensive and cut up property—steep 
roads are dangerous. Combining the service or front walk with 
the driveway will cut costs and reduce snow shoveling. For 
safety, use easy steps instead of steep walks. Terraces will 
eliminate cutting grass on a steep slope. The sketches above 
show how walks can be shortened and combined with roads.

through glass blocks into the bedroom corridor. It also 
serves as a sequestered spot for lounging in the sun out 
of the wind, and as a place for growing potted plants. 

There are only 125 square feet of court space, which 
brings the total amount of space inside exterior walls to 
1,400 feet—not much for a three-bedroom house. But it 
brings about a complete separation of the living, sleeping, 
and service areas within the house, thus blocking out 
the noise which is too often a feature in small homes. 

The living-dining area is lighted from all four sides. 
Glass blocks in the wall near the front door let in light but 
prevent peddlers and prowlers from seeing in. A window 
from the court lights the interior wall, and steel case- 
ment doors, with glass panels on both sides and above, 
light the other two walls.

You can’t believe your eves 


Accurate measuring and marking are the first 


essentials in your home-improvement projects 


By Robert M. Jones 


S, you want to do some home carpentry? You know how to 
saw a Straight line, how to hammer a nail squarely, how to drive 
a screw. But all your efforts will come to nothing if you don’t 
know how to measure and mark accurately. 

Precise measurements, square cuts, level or plumb installa- 
tions—these make the difference between work you can be 
proud of and a slipshod, ill-fitting, unsightly job. 

Patience is the first requirement. Skilled woodworkers check 
and double-check their measurements. Given patience, there are 
a large number of specialized measuring, marking, guiding, and 
testing tools to help you do a workmanlike job. 

The most common of these special-purpose tools are pictured 
here, together with some advice to help you use them. 


Sharpen carpenter’s pencil Ordinary pencil, more accu- 
to knifelike edge, and tip away rate, will break often. For great- 
from guide to keep line against est accuracy, score line with 
blade. Sand away marks later. _ knife point or needlelike scriber. 


Folding rule (above) and flexible steel rule 
(drawing) are accurate; tape measure and yard- 
stick are not. Tip folding rule on edge to avoid 
errors. Awl locates point accurately. 

Keep rule parallel with edge (or vertical or 
horizontal line) to get shortest distance. Set 
down thickness first, then width, then length. 

With some steel rules, you can take inside 
measurements directly, as drawn. With wood 
rule, measure to nearest foot from one side, re- 
verse rule, measure balance of distance, and 
add. Double-check long measurements from the 
starting point to avoid errors and waste.

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Try square is handy for squaring up and mark- 
ing off small boards. Sight against light; if edge 
is square, no light will show through. 

On long edge, locate high and low spots by 
sighting along edge without square. But check 
with square as you true up edge. Square one 
long edge; then work from it in squaring up 
rest of board. Use try square to check square- 
ness of corners, too. To mark off a long, thin 
piece, hold scorer on blade and slide handle. 

To check try square (drawing), lay handle 
along edge you know to be square, and mark a 
line along blade. Reverse direction of handle. 
If square is true, line and blade will coincide. 


Combination square is versatile. Head slides 
along blade and clamps at any desired spot 
One side of head is at right angle with blade, 
serving as a try square. Other side is angled at 
45 degrees. Scriber fits in a small hole 

Level in head tells whether a piece is level 
or plumb as you square it, can be used sepa- 
rately. Combination square works well as depth 
gauge (drawing, left), or as a marking gauge in 
scribing a line parallel with a straight edge 
(drawing, right). Sometimes blade can be re- 
moved from the head and used as a short rule.

Cape Cod charm 


Ranch house living 


This is the home for you, if you like 
a Ranch-house floor plan, but want 
the exterior lines of a Colonial house 


By C. W. Lincotn 


a Ranch-type house has a lot to offer you. It has a 
spreading floor plan that makes your work easier; it 
doesn’t have stairs to climb. But many of you still like the 
familiar, pleasant lines of Colonial homes. 


The obvious solution is to combine the two types, and 
that’s just what Designer Arthur Krumwiede did in the 
Vincent Bergmanns’ home in Bay Village, Ohio. (Mr. 
Krumwiede, incidentally, created Better Homes @ Gar- 
dens Five Star Home No. 1812.) He gave the Bergmanns 
a home that has Ranch-house convenience, but one that 
doesn’t look as if it belonged on the ‘Western plains. 

To begin with, there’s no basement. Furnace, laundry 
equipment, and cabinets are in a utility room around 
which the rest of the plan is wrapped. 

The kitchen is comfortable, with all work space 
linked together, and a portion set aside for eating. 


The front door actually is an auxiliary entrance, second 
in importance to the service door near the garage. 

The most-used door probably is the one leading to a 
small, sheltered porch that forms a private retreat. 

In spite of the improvements in room planning, the 
details—fireplace, paneled walls, china closet with black 
wrought-iron hardware—hark back to the original Cape 
Cod cottages from which the exterior lines come. 

Because of the care with which the details were 
handled, there is no clash between the two styles of build- 
ings. Askillful combination of Ranch house and Cape Cod 
may work as well for you as it does for the Bergmanns. 
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Here's a house that's not what it seems. The Berg- 
manns borrowed the exterior design of their home, as 
well as many interior fittings, from the Cape Cod cot- 
tage. But the room arrangement has convenience and 
planning you would expect in a Ranch-type house 


From the Colonial cottage comes the fireplace in a vertical-paneled 
wall of the living room. But it utilizes space like a Ranch house: Left cup- 
board takes card tables; the right is a wood box fed from behind

It is a workworthy bench for a begin- 
ner, or for an expert doing any kind of hobby or re- 
pair work around the home. 

Even if you have never touched a woodworking 
tool before, you can follow the list of materials (page 
237) and the step-by-step pictures, first in buying the 
parts of the bench, then in putting it together. 

If you are more advanced in your skills, alter this 
basic design as you see fit—tongue-and-grooved 
maple flooring for the top, for example, or rounded 
corners on the 2x4 legs, or a storage drawer—any- 
thing that fits your particular needs. 


Here, screen-door braces with turnbuckles are used 
for end bracing, to allow storage of long pieces of 
lumber on the shelf. But you can also use the alter- 
nates in the list of materials, omit the braces, and 
build a more dust-free shelf with closed plywood 
ends. 
If you are much taller than 5 feet, 11 inches, the 
height of this bench should be altered to fit you.

Upper frame. Assemble bench on solid, level surface—use basement 
floor or driveway. Lay out upper-frame parts first, drill holes through 
sidepieces to meet crosspieces, then drive screws. Use three 2'/-inch 
screws at each joint. Countersinking is unnecessary if you use softwood 


Legs. If you're building the bench alone, a large 
C-clamp will take the place of a wife or friend to 
hold the legs in position as you drill bolt holes.

Plastic screening can be cut with 
scissors to fit the frame and pulled 
tight with your fingers; it will draw 
itself into a snug, firm fit. But take 
One precaution in tacking; fold 
each cut edge to make a half-inch 
hem, with staples going through a 
double thickness.

To patch a hole in wire screening, 
cut patch enough larger than hole 
so you can ravel out a few wires on 
each edge. You can buy small 
pieces for patching. Bend wire 
ends down, put patch in place, 
then bend ends in to hold patch. 
Line up wires in patch with those 
in screen. You can also darn a 
patch on with a raveling of wire, 
the technique used to mend holes 
in plastic screening. If strands are 
merely pulled apart, work them 
back in place with a pencil point 


Louver-type screening does more 
than just keep out insects. Made of 
antiqued brass or aluminum, it has 
flat cross wires set at an angle to 
keep out the sun's heat and light 
during the middle of a summer 
day, without obstructing view or 
reducing ventilation. Such screen- 
ing is thicker than ordinary screen- 
ing; it's best to buy new moldings 
cut to fit tightly over the edges 





Sagging screen door can be pulled back into position with a turn- 
buckle brace. Turn the buckle to make the rod as long as possible. 
Install as pictured; then tighten the center buckle until the door again 
swings freely. The short brace pictured was selected because it will

| oe a home is a business, just as is 


setting up an ice cream stand or opening a 
bank. And-—just like other businesses—it has 
risks: your contractor may go broke, a wind- 
storm may level your half-built house, a 
passer-by may get hit by a falling brick. 
Your business of home building will suc- 
ceed, or fail, according to the skill with 
which you’ve chosen your business partner, 


the contractor, and have protected yourself 


against possible emergencies. To do either 
you'll have to know something of the legal 
side of the building business. 


You—and your contractor 


You'll have your first contact with your 
contractor when you or your architect asks 
for bids on your home. It’s good business to 
ask offers of a number of contractors. 

Your architect will tell you which is the 
best bid to accept—and it won't necessarily 
be the lowest. He'll take into consideration 
the reputation and ability of the contractor, 
as well as the amount of his bid. 

If you’re handling the bids yourself, inves- 
tigate the contractors’ financial standings 
they'll be investigating yours. Examine houses 
they have built for others—your home depends 
on your contractor’s skill. 

And don’t employ a contractor you dislike: 
good faith and mutual understanding are es- 
sential—you want a man who will follow 
specifications to the letter, a man you won’t 
have to watch every minute. 


The bids 


All contracts are let on either a lump-sum 
or a cost-plus basis. A lump-sum bid is a 
fixed price based on plans and specifications, 
and covers the entire job. Cost-plus means 
you'll be paying the cost of materials and 
labor, plus a fixed percentage of the total cost 
as the contractor’s fee. 

During the immediate postwar years, when 
the cost of materials and labor was unpre- 
dictable, nearly all contracts were let on a 
cost-plus basis, but the lump-sum bid again 
is appearing. 

Ideally, there should be little difference be- 
tween the two figures. The lump-sum bidder 
doesn’t figure on an exorbitant profit; the 
cost-plus bidder should seek the best materials 
and labor at the least cost. 
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What is a contract? 


The basis of your dealings with the con- 
tractor you select is the contract. A contract 
is legally defined as a written agreement be- 
tween two persons, both competent to con- 
tract. The terms are definite. Time, place, 
type of service, and the extent of the con- 
tractor’s work are stated specifically 

An oral contract is valid according to law. 
But an oral contract often is impossible to 
establish. 

While a written contract may seem long 
and overprecise, its very precision and detail 
lessen the chances for misunderstanding. Be 
sure, then, that every agreement you make is 
in writing. 


Vhat’s in a contract? 


A construction contract usually has four 
parts: working drawings, specifications, the 
agreement. and additional conditions. 

Working drawings are the detailed diagrams 
showing the floor plans, elevations, sections, 
and construction details from which your 
home is built. They show how the house is to 
fit on your lot, how to construct the built-ins 
and unusual features, where electrical outlets 
and fixtures go, and the other nonstandard 
features. The blueprints from which the con- 
tractor works are merely copies of the work- 
ing drawings. 

Specs, as specifications are commonly called, 
are even more important than the working 
drawings. With the drawings, they define the 
finished product which the contractor must 
agree to create. Where plans and specifica- 
tions disagree, the specifications are con- 
sidered correct. The plans cover dimensions 
and planning; specifications cover materials 
and the methods to be used in putting the 
materials together. 

For example, a good set of specs will say: 
‘The top 12 inches of earth removed from the 
site shall be piled separately for the finished 
grading.” That is to prevent rich topsoil from 
being trampled, run over by trucks, or used as 
backfill. Specs protect you from such slipshod 
practices. Make sure they are definite about 
such details. 

The most important duty of specs is to set 
forth the quality of material to be used. Your

determine this. The type of ma- 
terial for basement walls, exterior 
wall surface, grade of lumber 
throughout your house, are de- 
scribed in detail. Your specs might 
say, for example: “Roof-framing: 
Cover roof with No. 2, 6-inch 
sheathing laid tight and double- 
nailed at crossing of every rafter.” 

Good workmanship is vital. It’s 
the difference between a livable 
house and one that will continually 
give you trouble. So into the specs 
go warning signals—a sloppy job 
means breach of contract: “All 
walls shall be true and level. All 
bricks shall be laid with truly 
shoved joints, completely filled 
with mortar.”’ With good specifi- 
cations, your contractor will pro- 
vide everything from a soap dish in 
the bathroom to the thermostat for 
your heating unit. 

For large jobs, the specs may call 
for a unit cost. Such jobs as heat- 
ing, wiring, and plumbing are often 
let out to subcontractors, who must 
work to the same specifications as 
your own contractor, 


The agreement 

The agreement is the core of the 
contract. In contrast to elaborate 
plans and specifications, it states 
in a simple paragraph the price, 
completion date, penalties for non- 
performance, and performance 
bond requirements. It also defines 
various duties and rights you and 
your contractor have. 

The agreement commits your 
contractor to faithful completion 
of your home and to protection of 
the job and materials during con- 
struction. It allows him time be- 
yond the set completion date when 
there are delays beyond his con- 
trol, such as strikes and bad 
weather. It allows him to use al- 
ternate materials of equal quality, 
and to hire subcontractors to do 
work which he .is not ordinarily 
equipped to perform 

As owner, your chief duty is to 
make payments at agreed times 
during construction. You may get 
a bill once a month, or you may 
agree to pay at completion periods 


—as a rule, first payment is at com- 
pletion of foundation, second after 
the shell is erected, third after the 
exterior is finished, and the last 
after final completion. 

If either you or your contractor 
breaks the contract, the penalties 
provided by law must be paid. 
However, some building contracts 
can be canceled by mutual agree- 
ment during the course of build- 
ing. For example, if the footings 
are in, and you suddenly have to 
move to another city, you pay for 
the work done. Should you and 
your contractor decide to dis- 
continue your agreement, he will, 
as a rule, receive an additional 
payment for agreeing to give up 
his rights. 

Be sure that your contract con- 
tains a provision against assign- 
ment of the job to another contrac- 
tor and protection against liens. A 
lien is a claim against your proper- 
ty. If, for example, your contractor 
fails to pay a subcontractor for 
work done, that subcontractor 
can attach a lien to your property. 
A foreclosed lien can evict you just 
as thoroughly as a foreclosed mort- 
gage. To make sure that your con- 
tractor won't cause liens to be 
placed against your property, ask 
him to produce receipts showing 
payment in full to his subcontrac- 
tors and materials dealers, before 
you make final payment. 

You may reserve the right to 
work on the job yourself. You may 
have the right to approve or dis- 
approve subcontractors and to can- 
cel work for substantial nonper- 
formance by your contractor. 
Moreover, you should have the 
right to reduce the contract price 
for failure to remedy defective 
work. 


Can you be 
your own contractor? 

If you have special skills or 
knowledge in the building trades, 
or can’t find a good general con- 
tractor in your area, you may want 
to act as your own contractor, al- 
though it’s not a job for amateurs. 
The work entails hiring excavators, 
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plumbers, carpenters, and other 
subcontractors yourself. Your prob- 
lem is to co-ordinate the work of 
the various trades— you won't want 
the plumber to drill holes in a floor 
the carpenters have just finished, 
and you can’t afford to have paint- 
ers return to touch up moldings 
moved by electricians. You will 
have to devote a lot of time to the 
project and know what you’re 
doing.

What do the other 
kids say about 
your youngster? 


By Ann Usher 


I. only natural to assume that other boys and girls like 
your youngster. But what do you really know about it—how 
he rates in that frank and honest give-and-take world to 
which you, a grownup, are a foreigner? Do his contem- 
poraries think of him as friendly or unfriendly? Have they 
tagged him as honest or dishonest? Do they think he’s bossy, 
timid, quarrelsome, or a show-off? Would they like him for 
their best friend? 

You'd like to know, wouldn't you? It might help you to 
help vour boy or girl to be a whole lot happier and more suc- 
cessful, now and as an adult. 

For years, parents, school authorities, and child psycholo- 
gists have been studying children from the outside, inter- 
preting their behavior in terms of what an adult could see 
and understand. Such methods left a lot of questions un- 
answered, a lot of problems unsolved. 

Three years ago a young school principal in Louisville de- 
cided it was time to pierce the curtain that separated the 
world of children from understanding by adults. He decided 
to find out what children really thought about one another. 
What he discovered and did about it has helped hundreds of 
children in the Gavin H. Cochran School to be happier, 
have more friends, do better work, and be better adjusted to 
life—as follow-up questioning after the program had been 
tried a year or so clearly demonstrates. 

After spending a week in Louisville talking to the youth- 
ful smiling principal, Ervin W. Detjen; to teachers in Coch- 
ran School; to dozens of boys and girls from first grade 
through sixth: and to many of their parents, I’m convinced 
that the method can be used by every school and will help 
every parent gain better understanding by seeing his young- 
sters as their playmates see them. 


At Cochran School each boy or girl is asked to answer a 
questionnaire about his classmates. He is told beforehand 
that his answers are supposed to help the teacher find out 
who needs help. 

He may write as many names as he thinks belong after 
each question. The same name may be written as an answer 
to several questions. Even “myself” may be used as an an- 
swer when it seems to fit. If a youngster can’t think of any-

one who fits a particular question, he may leave it blank. 

Each pupil also writes down in order the names of three 
members of his class he would most like to have for his best 
friends and three he would not like to have for friends. If 
there aren't three he doesn’t like, he puts down one, two, or 
none. 

The teacher goes over the questionnaires to find out which 
children are well liked by the others, which ones are liked by 
only a few, which ones are liked by no one or ignored. She 
looks at the questionnaires of the children with fewest 
friends, then tries to help them get better acquainted with 
ones they said they wanted most for friends. If the question- 
naires indicate that there are cliques and class leaders, she 
tries to enlist them to help the others. 

In the lower grades where the pupils are too young to 
understand the questions, the teacher rephrases them in 
words they know. For children too young to read or write, 
one teacher devised a method whereby each kindergart- 
ner whispers in the teacher’s ear the names of those he 
would like for best friends, those he doesn’t like, whom he 
considers bossy, who fights too much, and so on. 


Each teacher records the answers on a chart. From this, 
she determines who needs help and of what kind. 
One of the youngsters needing help was Mary Jane 


W——. While at Cochran, Mary Jane’s mother came to 
visit with me, and I saw Mary Jane, now a cheerful, pretty 
little girl. But I was told that the year before, in fourth grade, 
Mary Jane was nervous. Her schoolwork wasn’t good, and 
her teacher sensed that Mary Jane was unhappy. A glance 
at the rating showed that Mary Jane was pretty much ig- 
nored by her classmates. Only a few had commented on her 
at all, and about half of those comments were unfavorable. 

Mary Jane was an only child and had been sick a lot. Her 
mother brought her to school and called for her. Mary Jane 
was being overmothered. She wasn’t getting any chance to 
develop independence. 

Detjen decided to have a talk with Mary Jane and, later, 
with her mother. Mary Jane told him she didn’t like the 
youngsters in her class and couldn’t get along with them. 
She didn’t like her teacher, either. All this, of course, was 
the natural defensive reaction of a youngster who felt her- 
self ignored. 

Over candy bars the principal keeps in his desk for such 
occasions, Detjen and Mary Jane talked it over. He pointed 
out that all her life she would be with one group of people

to know how to get along with 
them; that there would always be 
some people she would like less 
than others, but she must learn to 
accept and make the best of them; 
that if she tried hard to make the 
others like her, she’d discover she 
really liked them. 

Mary Jane’s mother, too, was 
concerned about her. She told 
Detjen her daughter had become 
difficult and defiant at home. But 
she admitted she had been over- 
solicitous with Mary Jane and 
promised to give her more chance 
for independence. 

In class, Mary Jane’s teacher 
saw to it that she was included in 
group projects and paired her off 
frequently with pupils for whom 
she had expressed liking or ad- 
miration. 

This year, in fifth grade, Mary 


Jane is a changed girl. She loves 


her teacher, her grades are much 
better, and—most important of all 
—her classmates’ opinions of her 
are much improved, according to 
their latest rating chart. 


Thee there’s Harry. The teacher 
who pointed out Harry to me said 
he had been a constant nightmare 
through all the lower grades—the 
kind of boy teachers hear about 
long before they get him. Harry’s 
mother had given up trying to 
understand Harry and was always 
referring him to his father—hold- 
ing the threat of his father’s anger 
over him continually. She fre- 
quently compared Harry un- 
favorably with an older brother 
who had never caused any trouble 

His family and teachers weren't 
the only ones who disapproved of 
Harry’s behavior. His classmates 
didn’t care for it, either. 

The Cochran teachers began by 
giving Harry a little responsibility 
of his own, asking his teacher if he 
could do this or that. In about six 
months, he became noticeably 
more polite. A year later, on the 
follow-up questionnaire, Harry’s 
classmates showed a marked change 
in their opinion of him. 
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In all grades at Cochran, under 
the plan of letting students evalu- 
ate one another, there are examples 
of improvement by youngsters who 
had been classed as slow or prob- 
lem children, and by lonely, un- 
happy boys or girls who had been 
rejected by their classmates. 


‘Bhat Earl, who started off 
well in the lower grades but for 
some reason bogged down. He be- 
came nervous, didn’t work up to 
the ability the teachers knew he 
had, didn’t want to go to school, 
was troublesome when there. Tests 
showed Earl had an I.Q. of 140 
(bordering on genius). The other 
pupils rated him as likable and a 
leader. Puzzled at the contradic- 
tion between Earl’s ratings and his 
behavior, Detjen and the teachers 
studied Earl’s background and 
consulted with his mother, an at- 
tractive young widow. 

Ear! lived with his mother and 
grandmother, both excitable per- 
sons. The mother worked, was pre- 
occupied with problems and rather 
unhappy. She told the school 
authorities Earl had been receiv- 
ing a sedative every morning for his 
nervousness, but that allergy shots 
he should have been getting had 
been discontinued. Earl’s allergy 
treatments were resumed. His 
mother and grandmother were 
made to see that they had been 
contributing to his nervousness. 
And, after his natural athletic abil- 
ity and leadership qualities had 
been played up in school, Earl be- 
gan to take an interest in his classes 
again. As he finished sixth grade 
last spring, tests indicated his 
actual knowledge and achievement 
rating was equivalent to eighth 
grade, fifth month. Twenty-one 
months earlier he had been rated 
at fourth grade, second month. 


A. the opposite end of the in- 
telligence scale, there was Cath- 
erine—11 years old, but just enter- 
ing third grade. Her I.Q. was only 
76. A year and nine months later, 
her teacher told me with pride that 
Catherine had so improved in 
alertness and ability that her I.Q. 
had gone up to 81 and she is com- 
pleting fifth grade. 

Her teachers feel that it was the 
personal touch which helped Cath- 
erine. She is the child of a broken 
family, living with her father. To 
earn money she took care of young- 
er children as a baby sitter. She 
would take some part in group dis- 
cussions in class, but otherwise 
stayed pretty much to herself. To 
get closer to Catherine, her teacher 
invited the girl out to her own 
home to spend a weekend. That 
seemed to be the turning point. 
Now Catherine feels she can go to 
her teacher with problems she 
could never discuss with anyone 
before. And she has formed a close 
friendship with another older girl 
in her class. This has given her even 
more self-confidence. 

Now she gets along better with 
her classmates, as well as with her 
classwork. In 1947, only 1 class- 
mate thought Catherine was cheer- 
ful; 2 said she was helpful. Just 1 
wanted her for a friend. In the 
latest testings, 12 classmates found 
her helpful, and 6 said they would 
like to have her as a friend.

Interest and helpfulness on the 
part of classmates and_ teachers 
have spurred some youngsters to 
change their attitudes and _ be- 
havior—even with little or no co- 
operation at home. Gertrude is 
one of these. 


Gawade delighted in drawing 
obscene pictures, and her conver- 
sation was on the same level. She 
was a disturbing element in the 
class. The 1947 chart showed that 
her classmates didn’t like her. 

Gertrude’s father and mother 
went out regularly in the eve- 
ningsand took Gertrude with them. 
When they were home, the radio 
blared as Gertrude tried to get her 
homework. She went home to an 
empty house quite often. The little 
girl was simply being forced into a 
maturity far beyond her years 

In the first discussions with Ger- 
trude, her teacher told her how the 
other pupils had rated her. This 
was done as a kindness to her, be- 
cause the teacher was sure Gertrude 
didn’t realize that her behavior 
was making her unpopular. When 
lessons in friendliness and helpful- 
ness were started as part of the 
school’s guidance program, Ger- 
trude showed a desire to improve. 
She gradually dropped her ob- 
session with sex matters, and the 
class is beginning to accept her 
as friendly and helpful. The sad 
part is that Gertrude’s parents 
still have not done much to help. 


- 
When he became principal of 
Cochran School three years ago, 
Detjen saw the opportunity for a 
guidance program that would call 
upon teachers, children, and par- 
ents to build a philosophy of self- 
help and of helping others. He 
knew it should start in the lower 
grades before maladjustments be- 
come too deep-seated. 

Detjen knew, from his own ex- 
perience and that of Mrs. Detjen, 
who is guidance counselor at Bar- 
ret Junior High in Louisville, that 
because teachers ordinarily did 
not have enough information 
about home backgrounds, guid- 
ance efforts often failed. 

His first step, therefore, was to 
help the teachers (and himself) 
know something about the kinds of 
homes their pupils came from 

Each boy and girl was asked to 
answer a questionnaire on_ his 
home life. The children were as- 
sured that what they wrote would 
not be read in class and that the 
questionnaire was to help the 
teacher know each pupil better so 
she could help him. 


W here children were too young 


to fill out the questionnaire, the 


teacher made opportunities to 
have private talks with each 
youngster to learn as much of the 
information as the child could 
give her. 

What is the need for all this in- 
formation? And what good can it 
do for a teacher to know it? Here’s 
what Detjen tells his teachers: 

“The most effective teaching is 
done by one who understands the 
problems of the individual child 
and knows the difficulties he must 
overcome before learning takes

behavior springs from his need for 
affection; that his tardiness is due 
to the fact that no one was up to 
prepare his breakfast; that his day- 
dreaming is really an escape from 
unpleasant or intolerable situa- 
tions; or that his stealing is the re- 
sult of jealousy, the desire for pres- 
tige, or that he has nothing of his 
own, she will probably be more 
sympz.thetic and understanding.” 


Wit: this home-life information 
as a starter, the teachers can 
interpret what they learn on 
the other questionnaires—those on 
which the pupils rate one another. 

The Detjens don’t claim to have 
originated the idea of children’s 
rating one another. But they be- 
lieve that the success of the idea as 
worked out at Cochran will bring 
closer the day every child will be 
taught not just lessons, but lessons 
in living with one another. 

At Cochran School, the fault 
most frequently criticized by class- 
mates is attention getting. The atten- 
tion-getting boy or girl, says Det- 
jen, simply wants recognition. If 
his ability is low, he may not be 
getting enough satisfaction from 
his classwork and shows off to 
make himself feel important. Or 
he may be the center of attention 
at home and resents having to 
share the limelight with classmates 
at school. On the other hand, the 
attention-getter may not get enough 
praise and affection at home. 


I other youngsters say your boy 
or girl is smart-alecky and a show- 
off, think over these three possible 
reasons for his behavior. And it 
would be well to ask his teacher 
for her opinion. Often a home- 
based problem is so close to you 
that you can’t recognize the cause. 

The four next most common 
criticisms youngsters at Cochran 
have of one another are fighting, 
bossiness, not being helpful to others, 
and grouchiness. 

Fighting is sometimes another 
means of getting attention. A boy 
or girl may fight, tease, or bully 
other youngsters because he feels 
inferior. Or he may be expressing 
feelings of genuine animosity to- 
ward his parents or his brothers 
or sisters. Maybe he is jealous.

Bossiness, too, may come from a 
feeling of inferiority. If your Don- 
ald is domineering, he may be try- 
ing to build up his self-esteem. 

The boy or girl who is not helpful 
has few friends. He may have been 
overprotected like Mary Jane or 
overcriticized like Harry or reject- 
ed like Catherine or forced into a 
premature maturity like Gertrude. 

If a youngster is considered 
grouchy by his classmates, some 
physical condition may be making 
him irritable and unresponsive. Or 
his surliness and defiance may be 
the result of an unhappy home. 

The good traits children notice 
most frequently in one another 
are: friendliness, helpfulness, cheer- 
fulness, happiness, and honesty. 


Detjen is sure that boys and girls 
are normally happy and cheerful. 
Unhappiness, he believes, comes 
largely from a feeling of insecurity. 
Older children are usually happy 
in proportion to their ability to ac- 
cept life situations and to make the 
most of them. 

Can you adopt the methods used 
at Cochran School to find out 
what the other boys and girls really 
think of your Donald or Dorothy? 
Probably not in just the same way 
that the test is administered at 
Cochran. Neighborhood young- 
sters may not speak as frankly to 
you as they would at school. Nor is 
it easy for you to summon the de- 
tached approach of the teacher. 
But you can observe your boy’s or 
girl’s behavior and the attitude of 
other youngsters toward him. 


Dues Donald seem to be always 
jealous of friends and classmates? 
Jealousy generally comes from a 
feeling of insecurity. Maybe Don- 
ald is afraid you don’t really love 
him. Maybe he is envious of ac- 
quaintances who seem to have 
happier homes than he has. 

Is he always talking critically 
about other youngsters? Maybe 
he’s belittling them to build him- 
self up. If so, he needs more in- 
teresting experiences in his own 
life and more opportunities to feel 
important, and worthwhile. 

Is he cruel to other children? 
Maybe he has been hurt at home 
or feels that he has been wronged,

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and is taking it out on the only per- 
sons he can. The impulse to hurt 
someone else may also be an at- 
tempt at overcoming a feeling of 
inferiority. 

Does he deliberately destroy 
other people’s property? A young- 
ster who thinks the world is against 
him turns to vandalism. Maybe 
Donald has despaired of winning 
love and affection at home and 
seeks security as a member of a 
plundering or delinquent gang. 

How about laziness? Detjen’s 
view is, “No youngster is really 
lazy.” The reason for Donald’s 
lack of interest may be physical. 
Certain work is boring because it 
is too difficult or too easy. Friction 
or worry at home may make him 
withdraw into himself and seem 
lazy and listless. And failures at 
school may reflect your own failure 
to show interest in his work. 

Is your youngster shy around 
other youngsters and adults? May- 
be you have kept him dependent 
on you in situations where he 
should depend on himself. 


I; after observing your young- 
ster and how he gets along with 
other children, you can see that he 
isn’t really liked and accepted, 
you’d better turn your mental 
spouig»t on yourself and your 
home i.-. What is there in your 
handling of your boy or girl or in 
your home life that may be bother- 
ing him? Stifle that natural im- 
pulse to excuse yourself, be com- 
pletely honest, and 9 times out of 
10 you'll find the trouble 

Iv’s hard to change your own at- 
titudes and to get other members 
of your family to do the same thing. 
But it’s worth the effort to help 
your boy or girl. Try to get on 
really good terms with him so he 
will feel free to talk over his fears, 
problems, and inner desires. If an 
unfavorable environment in your 
home is beyond your power to 
change or control, give your caild 
sympathy and understanding so 
that he can face the unpleasantness 
and not be warped by it 


Mayte you can shrug off Johnny 


Jones and the neighborhood gang 


as “‘little stinkers, anyway,” but 
your Donald can be desperately 
unhappy if he isn’t accepted as one 
of them. Donald can’t tell you 
why, if he isn’t popular. But John- 
ny Jones and the others can. 

They don’t know much about 
you or Donald’s family life. They 
can only point out what it is about 
him that makes them leave him on 
the side lines.

Knowing how will help you fasten objects 


onto surfaces of brick, stone, or concrete 


ae you want to swing a gate from a brick post. 
Or make a rose climb a stone chimney. Or hang a towel 
rack on a plaster wall. 

All of these jobs have one thing in common. To do 
them, you have to make a hole in a hard surface and use 
some kind of fastening device. 

An ordinary brace and bit, hammer and nails, or 
screwdriver and screws won’t work. Short of buying 
a power drill or hiring an expert, what can you do? 

The answer: Almost anything you want. 

Usually you can solve the drilling problem with a star 
drill, pictured below. When it comes to fastening, you 
have a choice of several low-cost gadgets developed for 
this purpose. The next time you face a fastening job in 
stone, brick, concrete, or plaster, follow these steps. 


1. Using a star drill. Even granite can be pierced in time with a star 
drill, a piece of tough black steel with a cutting point. Hold the drill 
loosely in one hand, with the point against the stone, and tap it sharply 
with a hammer. A tiny chip breaks loose. Give the drill a quarter turn 
and tap it again. Keep going until the hole is finished. Don't make the 
hole in a mortar joint. It's easier, but the anchor isn't likely to hold 


2. Inserting a raw! plug. When the hole is drilled, insert a raw! plug 
(pictured above) or a lead anchor (see next page). Rawl plugs are made 
of a tough composition material, and can be used to hold either screws 
or large nails. Select a plug the same size as the drill used, and tap 
it slowly into the hole until it is flush with the surrounding surface

3. Driving the screw. Next drive a screw into the plug. To get maximum 
strength, use a screw the same size as the plug—that is, a ¥/g-inch 
screw in a 3/-inch plug. Such an anchor will support a heavy weight 
If you need less strength, it’s easier to drive a slightly smaller screw 


Using a lead anchor. If on even stronger fastening is wcnted, use a lead 
anchor instead of a raw! plug. Lecd anchors can be used only with 
screws, however. Here one is being inserted in a concrete floor, where it 
will anchor a sill that is to hold a basement partition. The hole was made 
with a star drill, the same as with stone. Ass the screw is driven into the 
lead anchor, the latter expands and holds the screw tightly in hole 


Using toggle bolts. When you hang something heavy on a composition- 
board or plaster wall, use toggle bolts with folding wings in place of 
nuts. Drill a hole between the wall studs. Put bolt through the fixture, and 
screw on the split-wing nut. Push bolt and wings through hole and screw 
bolt up tight. Wings open against inside of wall, holding fixture solidly

Planning makes a

Fora small yard, there's an amazing amount of room—enough even for 
croquet if course is laid out diagonally.

; & should always have a before picture taken if and 
when you acquire a yard which is a forlorn dump of aban- 
doned junk—old gas stove, a moldy baby buggy, a broken 
chair, weeds waist high. Then, when you start to change it 
into a livable back yard, you can see how well your work 
and ideas pay off. 

But in this case we have to take the neighbors’ word for 
it about the junk. The Robert Johnstons of Los Angeles 
were too busy cleaning their yard to use a camera. But they 
do know that four truckloads of junk had to be moved be- 
fore they could see the soil where their flowers and nice 
thick lawn now grow. 

They had a typical small lot, with just room for the drive 
along one side of the house and a narrow strip of lawn on the 
other. The livable garden fitted naturally into the angle be- 
tween back of house and garage-—in fact, it was the only 
place for it. 


Pianting and furniture were kept to the edges of the plot 
to achieve the feeling of roominess that always goes with an 
open center. For the terrace, an L-shaped slab of concrete 
was laid, as shown in the plan on another page. A window 
in the bedroom was turned into a door, and a trellis added. 
These and the laying of the concrete were the principal 
items of expense. 

To make the back yard completely private, a short fence 
was built between garage and corner of the house. It com- 
pletely cuts off the drive and garage entrance from garden, 
and is an important element in the plan. A shelter over part 
of the terrace was had at minimum cost by extending garage 
roof,

Does that have a familiar sound 
to you? Which enthusiasm have 
you dampened? 

Ken went to bed dejectedly with 
two magazines on amateur pho- 
tography. He talked about it at 
breakfast, again at lunch, and again 
at suppertime. We listened sym- 
pathetically but held out no hope 
that he could have his darkroom. 


W. pointed out that his stamp 
collection should be enough to keep 
him occupied.

It 
was pretty expensive, and we 
wondered if the use would justify 
the expense. It did. Ken isn’t the 
only boy who checks stamps be- 
tween the atlas and the encyclo- 
pedia. His friends do, too. 

He found that stamp collecting 
costs money. He knows exactly 
where our money goes and that we 
are giving him all the allowance 
we can afford. He went out and got 
a job with the milkman on Satur- 
days. It’s hard work, but he has 
been faithful. He tells us proudly 
that he has had offers from other 
milkmen because he *‘really works.” 

He buys more stamps now, and 
that brings in arithmetic. He has to 
figure exchange and customs and 
pay for his money orders.

Mattress platform and pillow 
wire keep little-used extras out of 
the way.

Your 
mind has probably made you ‘“‘act 
crazy” at times. If laughing gas 
ever made you babble things that 
shocked your dentist, if the delir- 
ium of high fever ever made you 
rant and struggle like a maniac, 
don’t point a finger at the poor 
lunatic. To be sure, poisons had 
hurt your brain cells, or poor cir- 
culation had starved them. Your 
mind was smothered, trying to 
get out. Maybe the minds of many 
insane and disturbed persons are 
held in a prison that needs only the 
right chemical key to unlock it. 


os you ever wondered in a 


morbid moment whether one of 
your children might grow into a 
person like Howard Unruh? How- 
ard was a good boy, a quiet boy 

until he suddenly ran wild with a 
gun in Camden, New Jersey, and 
left a trail of 11 victims. He was a 
victim of schizophrenia, our most 
common insanity. One out of six 
hospital beds is occupied by a 
schizophrenic, and there are as 
many outside as inside of institu- 


tions. The schizophrenic is out of 


this world, cut off from reality, and 
is sometimes said to have a split 


yersonality. He may have ideas of 
3 litv.

persecution (paranoia), like Un- 
ruh, he may sit stuporously for 
days, or he may act quite normally 
except in certain situations. Young 
persons who have lived model lives, 
but who fall into bad company, 
start stealing cars, get into trouble, 
actually may be showing early 
signs of schizophrenia. 


Au of us have our ups and downs 
in moods. Some people, though, 
have extreme swings, lasting some 
time. Doctors call them manic-de- 
pressives. They're so overactive, 
bursting with big plans when 
they’re high (manic), that you feel 
it must be great to be crazy. But in 
their depressed phase, they're 
plunged in blackest melancholy. 

Every once in a while you hear 
of some young mother who “‘went 
crazy” after childbirth. When the 
reproductive glands start shifting 


from high gear into low, at the 
change-of-life period—for men as 
well as women—what the doctors 
call involutional psychoses may 
appear. The family is upset by 
Mother's bizarre conduct, or Fa- 
ther’s senseless money wasting, un- 
til it is all too apparent that they 
are mentally ill. 


r 
-_ are the major psychoses, 
the medical term for what most of 
us would call downright insanity. 
It seems hopeless to link these 
mental troubles to a common 
cause, much less to include ordi- 
nary neurotic behavior and such 
physical ills as ulcer and asthma. 
Complicated theories about mental 
disease have always puzzled the 
layman—psychiatrists, too, for that 
matter. But at last some order is 
coming out of the conflict of ideas. 
Now a new turning point in 
psychiatry—the most important in 
50 years, according to a leading 
medical reporting agency—has 
been marked by the chemical rela- 
tivity theory of mental disease 
proposed by the Sackler brothers. 


a 
= years ago, Drs. Arthur, 
Mortimer, and Raymond Sackler 
began their continuing studies 
among mental patients at Creed- 
moor State Hospital in Queens 
Village, New York. They were be- 
ginning to use chemical substances, 
some of them well known, others 
strikingly new, in treating mental 
illness. They scored brilliant suc- 
cesses as well as failures, and in 
seeking the reasons why, they began 
to probe into subtle chemical mech- 
anisms of the body. 

Their conclusions are based on 
observations of thousands of men- 
tal patients at Creedmoor and in 
private practice. The clinical or 
bedside aspects of the study were 
supervised by Dr. Johan H. W. 
van Ophuijsen, one of the great 
pioneers in psychiatry, a contem- 
porary of Sigmund Freud. Not 
only persons with severe mental 
illness, but others with less serious 
mental and emotional complaints 
were studied. 

In its way the chemical relativi- 
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ty theory of the Sacklers is as 
revolutionary, and almost as com- 
plicated, as Einstein’s relativity. 
But in essence it is simple and ex- 
citing to grasp: 

1. Purely mental disease does not 
exist. It is always in the body, ac- 
companied by exceedingly minute 
changes in body organs. Mental dis- 
turbances result when nerve cells of 
the brain do not receive enough 
oxygen or cannotuse it because their 
life processes are disordered. These 
processes are regulated by body 
chemicals, especially hormones. 

2. Insanity (psychosis) is asso- 
ciated with overproduction of secre- 
tions by the adrenal glands relative 
to other hormones. 

3. Psychoneurotic breakdowns 
(tension, anxiety, depression, 
nerves) and psychosomatic diseases 
(peptic ulcer, asthma) are associ- 
ated with relative shortages of ad- 
renal secretions. 

4. Since mental illness is directly 
linked with, and probably caused 
by, disturbances in hormone bal- 
ance, it may be prevented and con-

Cortisone and other hormones 
of the adrenal cortex are steroids 
that is, they contain chemicals re- 
sembling fat and known as sterol.

exciting to gland researchers who 
e it as an instigator of all manner 
of mysterious diseases. Since no 
one in the family can avoid stress, 
it should be exciting to you, too. 
Dr. Roy G. Hoskins’ pioneering 
studies gave new directions to the 
glandular approach to mental 
disease. More recently, Dr. Hans 
Selye of the University of Mont- 
animals 
to violent stresses. Surgery, poisons, 
Strenuous exercise, extreme 
peratures—no matter what, ani- 
mals stayed perfectly normal as 
long as they could respond to stress 
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by changing their output of adrenal 
hormones. But if chemical balance 
is disturbed, as by removing the 
pituitary gland, the animals col- 
lapse or succumb to trivial injury. 
If they were human, you'd say 
some of them were crazy.

The way some minds_ break 
down under stress has been clari- 
fied by notable studies of victims 
of schizophrenia made by Dr. 
Hudson Hoagland and Dr. Greg- 
ory Pincus of the Worcester Foun- 
dation for Experimental Biology. 
During the war they worked with 
airplane crews who were exposed 
to violent physical and emotional 
stresses for days on end. Some fly- 
ers could take it. Others showed 
extreme exhaustion. They were 
rather like 
women can take stresses called 
dishwashing or dusting or Junior 
or Dad in their stride and wind up 
the day fit and cheerful. Others 
can’t take an unmade bed 

The significant discovery by 
Hoagland and Pincus was that dif-

After the war they followed up 
this exciting clue in a_ selected 
group of persons——mental patients 
These were individuals with so 
little resistance to everyday stresses 
of living that they lost their minds 
One hundred chronic schizophren- 
ic men and 200 normal persons 
were given uniform doses of stress 
in the form of cold, heat, and large 
amounts of sugar

Dre mental patients, unlike the 
normals, could not alter their pro- 
duction of adrenal hormones to 
meet the emergency. Their total 
output was adequate, but they 
couldn’t change the rate on de- 
mand. One of the dead spark plugs 
was apparently the inability of 
ACTH hormone from the pituitary 
gland to stir the adrenal glands 
into aciion And the people who 
had this deficiency were “‘crazy.” 
rhis is far from explaining the 
entire chemistry of mental break- 
downs, but it is a wonderful start. 
Doctors Hoagland and _ Pincus 
point out that there can be no 
nerve messages without potassium 
Nerve impulses add up to what we 
call our thinking or behavior, 
whether sane or crazy. Significant- 
lv, adrenal hormones regulate use 
of potassium by our brain cells. 


Ls one thing to understand a 
condition, quite another to cure it. 
Yet astonishing beginnings have 
been made. Sex hormones, insulin, 
thyroid, adrenal, and _ pituitary 
hormones, and histamine have 
been used by the Sacklers to cor- 
rect chemical imbalances that can 
damage brain cells. The strange 
bedfellow in this group is hista- 
mine. This mysterious substance 
is involved in allergies, the com- 
mon cold, peptic ulcer, reaction to 
injuries, and a host of other condi- 
tions. It is not secreted by special 
glands, but is contained in prac- 
tically every body cell. Up to now 
it has been thought of as a bad 
actor. But can a substance so uni- 
versally present in the body be 
wholly useless? The Sacklers be- 
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lieve that it has important func- 
tions, may even be a hormone. 

Early in their work they had to 
sacrifice a young female dog. A 
killing dose of histamine was in- 
jected. Yet the dog lived on! Then 
they discovered that she was preg- 
nant. Large amounts of anti- 
histaminic substances were se- 
creted in her blood. These had 
neutralized the dose that should 
have killed her. 

Three years ago the Sacklers be- 
gan giving histamine injections 
to mental patients. Histamine sent 
as many patients back home from 
the hospital, in charge of their own 
lives, as did electro-shock. When 
histamine was given alone, then 
followed by electro-shock for pa- 
tients previously resistant to it, 
rate of hospital discharge was 
doubled. Like shock treatment, 
histamine appears to startle all the 
glands into balanced function.

The clue of the pregnant dog 
suggested one answer to a mystery 
that has always puzzled doctors: 
Why does pregnancy often cause 
symptoms of asthma, hay fever, 
pepuc ulcer, and arthritis to disap- 
? Natural anti- 
histamines in the blood apparently 
play a role. Pregnancy also stimu- 
lates the adrenal glands. Strangely,

insane patients can stand enor- 
mous doses of histamine while 
psychoneurotics are less tolerant 
Diseases such as peptic ulcer and 
allergies, closely associated with 
histamine, are extremely rare in 
the insane. 

Now the Sackler study takes on 
practical meaning, begins to tie 
together isolated findings of other 
workers. The wonderful new tools 
of ACTH and cortisone are being 
sharpened. Dr. J. E. Bordley of 
Johns Hopkins reports that five 
patients with chronic asthma ob- 
tained rapid relief with ACTH. 
Neurotics and patients with dis- 
eases in which emotional upsets 
play a big part, the Sacklers em- 
phasize, are typically deficient in 
adrenal hormones—just the op- 
posite of the insane. Neurotics 
respond best to ACTH and corti- 
sone. This could explain why the 
wonder hormones can help some 
disturbed minds to find themselves, 
yet push others over the border 
toward insanity. 


A grand on-top-of-the-world 
feeling, noted in arthritis patients 
receiving ACTH or cortisone, has 
led to trials on mental patients. 
Both hormones seem to have iden- 


tical effects. Dr. Roy Grinker of 


Chicago is using them on a few 
mental patients at Michael Reese 
Hospital. Dr. Tom D. Spies and 
his associates at Hillman Hospital 
in Birmingham tell about a middle- 
aged woman who was exhausted, 
suicidal, convinced that people 
were poisoning her food and mak- 
ing her breathe deadly fumes. Her 
delusions vanished and she went 
happily back to work after four 
doses of ACTH. 

A vicious kind of schizophrenia 
hits youngsters as they emerge 
from childhood into maturity. 
Here, the Sacklers suspect, the 
newly awakened sex glands are 
overbalanced by the adrenals. Sex

steroids have given dramatic re- 
sults in such mental cases. The 
male hormone, testosterone, not 
only helps restore gland balances 
but it has a building-up effect, 
shown in weight gain and probab- 
ly in actual nerve structure. 

“Not only did the symptoms 
clear.’ the Sacklers say of these 
cases, “‘but also the patients literal- 
ly grew up physically and emotion- 
ally in a few weeks.” 


Siw can an unhappy love af- 
fair, a mountain of bills, a phi- 
landering husband, or other stresses 
get so tangled with your chemical 
insides as to drive you to neurotic 
behavior? Dr. David M. Hume of 
Harvard Medical School has a 
new answer. He takes us back to 
the pituitary gland, which is really 
a part of the hypothalamus, a sec- 
tion of the brain called the “seat 
of the emotions.” A cat without a 
hypothalamus won't stir a whisker 
at sight of a dog 

Working with animals, Hume 
found that if the hypothalamus 
was injured, the pituitary, al- 
though intact itself, couldn't re- 
spond to stress. It could not send 
out a chemical warning to other 
glands. But the whole response 
system was restored when hypothal- 
amus extracts were injected. 

Doctor Hume supposes that the 
hypothalamus secretes a hormone 
which excites the pituitary, hence 
all the other glands. It is the con- 
necting link between the brain, 
which interprets stresses, and the 
glands which react to them. If it 
fails, a switch goes dead, and the 
stage may be set for schizophrenia. 
The hypothalamus hormone has 
not been isolated. When it is, we 
may have a startling new chemical 
for turning on minds that have 
started to go out.

The very smallest living part of 
you is the cell. The cells which do 
your higher thinking for you are 
located in the frontal lobes of your 
brain, back of your forehead. The 
greatest living authority on the in- 
tinitesimally small world of the 
cell is Dr. Torbjoern Caspersson of 
the Karolinska Institute in Stock- 
holm, Sweden 

Let him take a cell from the 
frontal lobe of your brain when 
you're dog-tired, another when 
you're bursting with energy. One 
when you're sick, another when 
you're well. Let him take one from 
you and one from an insane person 
He'll identify each cell—tred oi 
peppy, sick or well, sane or insane 
Not from symptoms but by precise 
measurement of chemical changes 
in the cells themselves. 


7 
This is a Staggering achievement 
and since changes in cell chemistry 
can result in bizarre conduct, 
Caspersson’s work is a landmark 
in medicine. His group took sam- 
ple cells from the frontal lobes of 
schizophrenic and manic-depres- 
sive patients, compared them with 
normal cells. A striking difference 
was apparent. Insane brain cells 
were very low in chemicals known 


as polynucleotides. Sane cells had 
plenty of them. 

When it was proved that normal 
nerve function was proportionate 
to cell content of polynucleotides, 
a breath-taking possibility opened 
up. Give insane persons a chemi- 
cal that would restore their nerve 
cells, speed the manufacture of 
polynucleotides, and they'd have 
their wits back again. Such a sub- 
stance was at hand in malononi- 
trile, a synthetic chemical not 
found in the body. 

Now to try it. A hundred manic- 
depressives, so deep in mental 
dungeons that shock treatments 
couldn't reach them at all, were 
given injections of malononitrile. 
Results were astonishingly good 
even better when small doses of in- 
sulin were added. Since insulin is a 
hormone, the glands are involved 
in Caspersson’s work, too, as modi- 
fiers of intricate chemical conver- 
sions that make for healthy cells. 
The achievement was so important 
that work is now going forward 
under a grant from the Swedish 
government. 

Asked how everyday family 
stresses might best be managed in 
the light of all this newer knowl- 
edge as to how they upset us chem- 
ically, several noted psychiatrists 
recently agreed on the following 
as our most crucial periods. 


Marriage: New chemical bal- 
ances must be struck as the gland- 
regulated reproductive systems of 
two persons adjust to each other. 
Meanwhile, stressful new responsi- 
bilities and anxieties emerge. 


Childbirth: A woman’s chem- 
ical balances are greatly altered 
and do not swing immediately 
back to normal. Psychological 
stresses on the father are intense, 
too. 


Adolescence; It brings growing- 
up pains to a peak. The youngster 
is neither child nor man. New 
glandular balances must be struck. 
Those suscepuble are especially 
likely to show early signs of schizo- 
phrenia around this me. 


Change of life: Affecting both 
sexes, it brings, in a sense, all the 
strains of adolescence in reverse. 
Chemical balances must adjust 
to a slowing-down rather than a 
speeding-up process. 


Advancing age: Here come real 
organic changes that may affect 
the mind 


All of the new looks into the 
chemistry of the mind reported 
here are towering advances, not 
final achievements. No one ex- 
pects that a chemical pill will rout 
all mental illness—until science 
finds a way of reversing degenera- 
tive processes such as hardening 
of the arteries—or be a substitute 
for sane living. But the work now 
going on points to the day when 
mental illnesses will be as speci- 
fically diagnosed and treated, as 
pneumonia or diabetes.

As to beaches, if you want to be 
sure of a sandy one in Minnesota, 
stay south of Bemidji and west of 
Grand Rapids. Look carefully 
throughout Wisconsin. Some nat- 
ural sand beaches exist in all sec- 
tions of the state; some are artifi- 
cial, the rest either swampy or rock. 
Locate near the Lake Michigan 
shore in the southern part of U pper 
Michigan or at spots like Eagle 
Harbor and Au Train on Lake 
Superior. In the lower peninsula of 
Michigan, stay south of Alpena 
(except for the thumb tip) along 
the eastern half. The western half, 
along Lake Michigan and close-by 
inland lakes, is mostly sand. In the 
center of this peninsula, check each 
lake separately. In Ontario, most 
of the sandy beaches are within a 
day’s drive of Toronto. 

Most of the shore lines elsewhere 
in the lake region are rock, in the 
nooks and crannies of which hide 
the fascinating litde deer mice, 
curious spiders, gorgeously ringed 
agates—all enthralling to young- 
sters. The rocks are fitting pedes- 
tals, too, from which to watch the 
northern lights gleam and flare in 
competition with the stars 


I you are ‘rching for a place 
where your family can lounge for 
two weeks, have fun with the kids, 
fish, swim, play golf, and snooze 
in the shade, over half of this land 
of lakes is cut to your pattern. 

This is the type of vacation you'll 
find in all of Minnesota except the 
International — Falls-Ely-Gunflint 
Trail territory; in all of Wiscon- 
sin, except a few lakes near Cable; 
and in all of Lower Michigan 

In Upper Michigan, you'll be 
happiest, probably, at family re- 
sortcenterslike Munising-Au Train, 
the west shore of the Keeweenaw 
Peninsula, or the walleyed-pike 
and hardwoods region of Indian 
Lake-Manistique-Curtis.

keeping cabin camps, where you 
can eat and fish when you please. 
Many are completely modern, pro- 
viding you with a comfortable cot- 
tage of from one to three bedrooms, 
indoor bathrooms with showers, 
kitchen sinks with running water, 
bottled-gas cooking stoves, lin- 
ens, electricity, refrigeration, often 
screened porches. Heating stoves 
are either gas or wooc (stoke your 
own fire!). Cabins like these ordi- 
narily cost $45 to $60 per week. 

Other camps, semimodern, rent 
for about $15 a week less. They 
usually have running water, but an 
outdoor Chic Sale. All other fea- 
tures equal the modern. 


Tie third type is the rustic cabin 
camp, where Father carries water 
from the well. Even here, the kero- 
sene lamp has given way to elec 
tricitv. These resorts usually are lo- 
cated on hidden backwoods lakes. 
Cost? From $20 to $25 a week! 

On the whole, rates gradually 
decrease as you move west in the 
lake region. You'll find, however, 
high- and low-priced resorts in 
every area. On the other hand, 
modernization increases as vou travel 
east. Better ascertain, before you 
leave home, what your rate in- 
cludes. Some resorts wrap every- 
thing into the weekly rate: boat, ice, 
fuel, linens, service, fish packing, 
etc. Others charge extra for each, 

This also is true with the Ameri- 
can-plan resorts—those with a 
central lodge with dining room 
and one or more lounging or rec- 
reation rooms. Usually the main 
lodge sports a fireplace, which 
throws out snug warmth on cool 
evenings while you play cards or 
table tennis, plan tomorrow’s fish- 
ing trip or fib about today’s, or 
read in comfortable chairs. Sleep- 
ing cottages, varving with camps 
between modern and semimodern 
rustic), are clustered 
around the main lodge. 

Here you can put on weight and 
worry about it after you get home. 
Maid service is supplied, and in 
camps waitresses hire out as 
baby sitters during off hours 

Rates run from about $6 to $12 
per person per day, with the aver- 
age from $7 to $8.

More costly are the resort hotels. 
Base rates run from $12 to $20 per 
person per day, ordinarily with 
specials for children. Mostly, they 
are pretty fancy places, with golf 
riding stables,

Some of the best are 
the celebrated Grand Hotel on 
Mackinac Island, Blaney Park and 
Keeweenaw Park in Upper Michi- 
gan, Williams Hotel on

it. Costs are similar to those afore 
mentioned. In addition to Wis- 
consin’s Cable region, you'll like 
Upper Michigan’s Watersmeet 
area of wilderness resorts, only 
3 years old, scarce on beaches, long 
on fish and g game.

How to pick a good re- 


sort in the lake country 


1. Does it display a sign of 
approval by AAA, Duncan 
Hines, state hotel association, 
regional resort organization, or 
similar agency? Many good re- 
sorts are not so listed, but the 
presence of such a sign is a 
good indication of cleanliness 
and good mangement. 

2. Is lawn mowed, weeds cut 
around cottage, garbage and 
refuse out of sight? 

3. Are hard-to-get-at corners 
in cottages clean? If they are, 
chances are everything else is. 

4. Are boats in good condi- 
tion? Good resorts have good 
boats. Boats should be round 
bottomed, with wide beam and 
plenty of depth. Flat-bottomed 
boats, except on tiny lakes, are 
dangerous. See that oarlocks 
are sound, 

5. Do guests gather in lodge 
room, espec tially in evening? i 
they do, it’s a sign they enjoy 
the place. If they stay in cot- 
tages, they don’t feel at home. 

6. Are cottages painted and 
obviously in good repair? 

Do “fish stories” told by 
management sound plausible? 
If you're after fish, beware of 
the resort owner who tells you 
his lake is “good for all kinds” 
of fish. Lakes aren't made that 
way. If he tells you, “Ours is a 
w alleye lake,” and “*"W e do our 
bass fishing in Sand Lake.” 
you can be pretty sure he’s 
telling the truth.

at Munising to see the brilliance of 
the shore line’s prehistoric Pic- 
tured Rocks.

From your perch on the rim, 
smoking trains, deep in the rusty 
bowels, look like toys. 

Another breeze-swept peninsula 
for the tourist is Door County, Wis- 
consin, with its 40 American-plan 
and hotel resorts and 100 house- 
keeping cottage camps, its quaint, 
Old World touch, and its ferry ride 
to Washington Island, through 
wave troughs scooped out by the 
wind. Near Baraboo, in Wiscon- 
sin’s interior, is Devil’s Lake State 
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Park, sunk in hills, where you may 
want to swim, or loll on the wide 
sand beach. 

At Sault Ste. Marie, you'll see 
the red, underslung ore boats pass- 
ing through locks busier than Pan- 
ama, and you'll still hear their 
whistles long after you’ve bid them 
good-bye. Too, you may want to 
try your luck for the big rainbow 
trout in the St. Mary’s River. In 
Lower Michigan’s Oceana Coun- 
ty, sand dunes overshadowed only 
by those of the great deserts are 
playgrounds that shift in the night. 


asiis are fun! The state of 
Michigan shuttles four large, white, 
triple-decker boats from Mackinaw 
City to St. Ignace. Crossing the 
Great Lakes are the de luxe Mil- 
waukee Clipper from Milwaukee 
to Muskegon, and the slower Ann 
Arbor and Chesapeake & Ohio 
railroad ferries between other 
cities. In addition to those on Lake 
Michigan, Lakes Erie and Ontario 
offer several; and there’s one oper- 
ating among the islands off Parry 
Sound in Georgian Bay 

You'll find modern overnight 
cabins and hotels costing $5 for 
two people in Minnesota, south- 
eastern Ontario, and southern 
and northwestern Wisconsin, with 
the Same act ommodations averag- 
ing $6 in northeastern Wisconsin 
and in Michigan. Usually, two 
children will boost these figures 
about $2.50 per night. 


ae victims will get relief 
along Lakes Michigan, Huron, 
and Superior, with north shores 
perhaps the best. Crossing the 
water seems to filter pollen out of 
the heavily loaded south winds 
Partial relief comes on inland lakes, 
and you'll be almost completely 
out of ragweed country any place 
north of the Fort William-Fort 
Frances, Ontario, line. 

Should your lake be large, you 
will probably want a good fishing 
guide.

Deep-sea trolling for lake trout 
is a thrill if you vacation near the 
shore of the Great Lakes, especial- 
ly cold, noisy Superior—the na- 
tion’s choicest lake for this sport 
Average charter for power launch- 
es out of almost any harbor town 
is $3.50 per hour, fishing gear in- 
cluded. 


I; you like out-of-the-ordinary 
vacations, try the houseboat type, 
where your family can live for a 
week or more on such waters as 
3asswood Lake in Minnesota, 
Lake of the Woods, and the Geor- 
gian Bay area of Ontario 

Another appealing type of va- 
cation is Camping out in a tent or 
your own trailer in one of the 
many roadside parks, along lakes, 
in Michigan and Wisconsin. These 
parks are well kept up, with elec- 
tricity available. During the peak 
of the vacation season, some, such 
as those at Big Muskellunge and 
Crystal Lakes, Wisconsin, resemble 
trailer villages. You'll enjoy too, 
Michigan’s many roadside picnic 
parks. 


Michigan is busy opening inland 
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lake frontages and wilderness areas 
which have been privately fenced 
for years. A few “closed corpora- 
tion” places remain. If your vaca- 
tion will be spoiled without a beach 
and boat, ask specifically about 
them when you contact a resort or 
bureau. 

Wherever you vacation, if you 
expect to spend much time on the 
water, better take your own out- 
board motor. Rentals are high 
priced and usually not bearcats 
for efficiency. Also, have yours serv- 
iced before you leave home. Repair 
shops are busy as bees. But you'll 
be more apt to please the fish if you 
buy your lures at the lake. 


W hen should you schedule your 
vacation into the lake region? 

Well, July and August are 
crowded, June fairly so. Septem- 
ber is increasing in popularity, es- 
pecially in Wisconsin’s muskie 
country, where that fall fighter has 
added at least a month to the nor- 
mal resort season. 

Let’s put it this way. May is 
cold. The first half of the month is 
lake-trout time, except in Superior, 
when July is better. About May 15, 
the pike seasons open. It’s still 
cold. Throughout the month, 
stream trout fishing is at its height. 
If you go in June, take your rain- 
coat—and go prepared for the fast- 
est fishing of the year—for wall- 
eyes, northerns, bass, and pan fish. 
Better not leave home without a 
reservation in July or August. Big 
walleyes bite in July; almost all 
fishing slows down in August. In 
September, the country turns gold- 
en and red after the storms and a 
frost; there are special discounts of 
10 percent to 20 percent in many 
areas; lodges close dining rooms; 
fishing picks up again. 

October? No other month like it 
for color. On clear days, camera 
enthusiasts go crazy. Bass fishing 
becomes wonderful, pike fishing 
drops off, muskies stay mad, and 
the ducks come down. Indian sum- 
mer—a sharp chill in the air, al- 
most every other day cloudy, but 
the good ones make it worthwhile.

Feed lawns, using at least 25 pounds of a complete high- 
grade plant food for each 1,000 square feet of lawn area. 

Prune spring-flowering shrubs as they finish blooming. A 
few exceptions are azaleas, camellias, and Japan quince.

CENTRAL AND EAST 


Finish applying dormant spray as soon as possible to control 
scale, aphids, and red spider; damage may occur on most 
plants if dormant spray is applied after active growth starts. 
Use extreme care not to get dormant-oil spray on hard maple 
and beech; they’re sensitive to the oil and might be injured. 
Follow manufacturer’s directions. 

Cut out all weak shoots on everblooming roses. Save three 
or four of the thickest canes and head them back to 6 inches 
above the soil. Do soon after removing soil mound. 

Stretch a wire mesh fence 30 inches high around tulip beds 
to avoid rabbit damage. Remove fence when first blooms 
open; rabbits don’t bother full-grown plants. 

Feed and seed the lawn as early in April as possible. Cover 
grass seeding on slopes with straw or cheesecloth to prevent 
washing seed and soil away. 

Plant strawberries as soon as the ground can be worked. 
It’s important to plant all kinds of fruit as early as possible. 

Watch for the tiny black flea beetles; use DDT for control.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Begin regular spraying or dusting of roses at 10-day intervals; 
use an all-purpose spray or dust. Feed roses with a complete 
plant food as soon as rapid growth begins. 

Transplant magnolias as soon as root growth begins. Plant 
berried shrubs to attract birds to the garden. 

Set out new fuchsia plants after April 15. Uncover fuchsia 
plants which were covered with a deep winter mulch. 

Plant glad bulbs at three-week intervals to provide a con- 
tinuous supply of flowers. Before planting, treat bulbs with one 
of the available protectant poisons for bulbs. 

Make the first planting of potatoes. Use tubers certified to 
be free of disease, if possible. Cut tubers into about 2-ounce 
pieces for best yields. Plant other cool-loving vegetables as 
soon as the soil can be worked.

, trellis should be more than a support for vines. It 


can improve the architecture of your home, hide a trash 
burner or garbage can, or serve also as a fence. 

Avoid the common mistake of making a flimsy, fussy 
trellis of lath. Make your trellis strong and simple if you 
want it to look good and not sag after a few months. 

Don’t build a trellis flat against a wall. Set it out from the 
building at least 6 inches. Air circulation lessens plant 
disease and prevents peeling of paint due to excess moisture. 
Trellises against a wall should be hinged or otherwise mov- 
able so they can be taken out of the way when you have to 
paint behind them. When you set posts in the ground, treat 
them with wood preservative to make them last longer. 
Copper naphthenate and pentachlorophenol are both good, 
and are easy to use. 

Below you'll find several well-designed trellises. They 
may solve your own problem, or they will suggest ideas that 


will help you in designing your own.

Q.., most of the country, the first mild days of March 
and April start lawn grasses into active growth. Before the 
middle of April, mowing may be necessary, and regular 
mowing required till fall. 

But if your lawn is to provide a beautiful carpet of green 
over all those months, the grass must flourish, and not mere- 
ly survive. And to flourish, lawn grass needs plenty of nour- 
ishment and water and protection against enemies like in- 
sects and weeds. 

Except for mowing and possible sprinkling of new lawns, 
lawn care this month largely means doing the things you 
should have done last month and didn’t quite get around to. 
However, in some northern sections, April is actually the 
first month when it is possible to do any lawn work at all. 


If your lawn is established 


Feed your lawn this month, by all means, if you didn’t do 
so during March. If possible, get plant food on before the 
grass starts turning green and growing. 

If growth has started before you get around to feeding 
the lawn, spread the plant food on a day when the grass is 
‘dry, and then give the lawn a good soaking with hose or 
sprinkler to wash the plant food off the grass and into the 
soil. The reason is that some plant foods will ‘‘burn’”’ damp 
grass if it remains on the blades. This so-called burning 
usually isn’t serious, and grass recovers quickly, but it does 
brown the lawn slightly. 

Apply standard garden plant foods (4-12-4 or 5-10-5) 
at the rate of about 4 pounds per 100 square feet. Until you 
get to recognize the correct rate of application, remember 
that one quart of plant tood weighs about 11% pounds. Bet- 
ter yet, use a spreader which can be adjusted to deliver the 
correct amount. 


Top-dressing spread on the lawn will give it a big lift if you 
didn’t take care of the job last month. It is especially valu- 
able if the lawn is in a run-down condition. Use peatmoss, 
well-rotted compost, or other organic material. Crumble it 
well, spread it evenly over the lawn about 14 inch thick. 
Use the back of a rake to level the top-dressing and work it 
into the grass. 


Rolling or tamping the lawn lightly helps the grass over- 
come the heaving effects of alternate freezing and thawing

Loosen the 
soil a couple of inches deep, add a little plant food, and rake 
the surface to a fine, even texture. Sow grass seed evenly and 
lightly, rake very gently, and tamp it down a little with the 
back of a spade or a block of wood. The soil in May usually

Mowing of an established lawn 
should start just as soon as the 
grass begins to grow and should 
throughout the entire 
season. Don’t let the grass grow too 
long before you cut it, but don’t 
cut it too short when you do start

Both these practices are a severe 
shock to grass plants and tend to 
prevent them from forming a thick, 
dense carpet 

The safest height for most lawn 


grasses is 11% to 2 


inches. If you've 
gone on in past seasons happily 
cucting your lawn at the same 
height that was set on the mower 
when you bought it, you had better 
get acquainted with the mecha- 
nism of your lawn mower., Almost 
all mowers have some device for 
regulating the height of cut. On 
older mowers this is done simply by 
raising or lowering the roller at 
the back. Some of the newer mow- 
ers have special knobs for making 
the adjustment 

Place the mower on a flat sur- 
face, like a sidewalk, and measure 
the height of the bed knife (the 
long, straight blade at the bottom) 
above the walk. Adjust the mower 
by raising or lowering the back 
roller till the bed knife is the re- 
quired 1% inches above the side- 
walk. 

Be sure your mower is in good 
condition. It will not only cut bet- 
ter, but will also make your own 
work much easier. Oil the machine 
and have it sharpened. Every mow- 
er deserves a trip to an expert once 
a season. 

Ordinarily, it’s best to let grass 
clippings lie on the ground. Raking 
is wasted effort. By letting the clip- 
pings remain on the ground, you al- 
low them to form a light mulch on 
the soil that helps retain moisture 
and returns organic matter to the 
soil as the clippings slowly rot 

Rake or use a grass catcher on 
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the mower only if wet weather or 
some other cause keeps you from 
mowing until the grass gets over- 
long. Heavy clippings may mat 
down on top of the grass instead of 
filtering down to the soil. 


Neat edges are necessary to keep 
any lawn looking its best, so start 
the edging at the same time you 
start mowing. There are several 
good lawn edgers on the market, 
but a spade, shovel, or even an old 
hatchet will serve the purpose un- 
ul you get something better 


if wou planted last month 


Watering may be necessary if you 
sowed a new lawn last month 
Your first duty now is to see that it 
doesn’t dry out at any time. The 
roots of newly sown grass are still 
quite small, and a few days of 
warm, sunny, windy weather may 
prove quite harmful. 

Whenever watering is necessary, 
soak the ground well. By just 
dampening the surface, you en- 
courage the development of shal- 
low roots which are left high and 
dry as soon as surface moisture is 
gone. Deep watering causes roots 
to grown downward to where there 
is almost always a supply of soil 
moisture 


Vow new grass a little taller than 
the grass on established lawns 
Even so, you should make your 
first cutting before the new blades 
get 3 inches high. Set your mower 
to cut the grass 2 iriches high. 

Since the grass is still rather thin 
and the blades fine, you should use 
the mower as gently as possible, so 
that there is no damage from the 
mower wheels. That means to stay 
off when the ground is at all soft, 
because the small plants are easily 
torn loose. 

Never allow people to walk on 
your new lawn till the grass has 
become well matted together. 
Some folks may think you’re fussy,

Starting a new lawn 


Ihe best time of vear to build a 
new lawn is the fall. The next best 
time is as early in the spring as pos- 
sible. If you've missed the chance 
to get your lawn started in March, 
you should get it in by the middle 
of April without fail. Otherwise it 
will have time to make little 
growth before hot weather comes 

A detailed discussion of starting 
a new lawn in spring was given last 
month in the March Better Homes 
© Gardens. Here are those same 
procedures, in abbreviated form 


Prepare the ground by digging 
it up to a depth of 6 inches if possi- 
ble. If soil is either sandy or clavey, 
dig in at least an inch of peatmoss, 
rotted leaves, compost, or any

Spread plant food over the 
turned soil. Use 4 pounds per 100 
square feet for standard garden

Smooth the surface with a 
rake, removing all stones within 
the upper 2 inches of soil to pre- 
vent dead spots in your lawn when 
hot weather comes.

It is better 
if a good rain falls before you do 
final raking, so that plant 
food will be dissolved into ground 
and turned earth will settle into 
any air spaces.

Buy good grass seed and sow it 
evenly but rather lightly. Applica- 
tion rates differ among seed mix- 
tures, so read instructions on label.

What a power mower 


will do for you 
Continued from preceding page 


are not regular and open. Being 
free from a trailing cord becomes 
almost a necessity with a good- 
sized lawn. 


How big? Which size of mower 
is another decision you'll have to 
make. This is a matter mostly of 
how wide a cut the machine will 
make. Since electrics are primarily 
for light work, they usually range 
only between 12- and 19-inch cuts 

The small gasoline mowers cut 
a swath 17, 18, 19, or 20 inches 
wide. These are the kind that cost 
up to $100 and $150, and they aré 
big enough for most home lawns on 
city or suburban lots. 

Ihe 20- and 22-inch sizes will 
usually mow at least an acre 
a day. The 24-inch size is often esti- 
mated to cut two or three 
day. These are the sizes for medium 
to large lawns. 

By the time you reach the 26-, 
27-, and 30-inch models and big- 
ger, you are in the country-estate 
class. You can cut anything from 
four acres a day on up 

Now perhaps your lawn is ornery 
enough to be a borderline case 
You have trouble deciding be- 
tween an 18-incher, say, and a 20, 
or between a 22 and a 24. You can 
decide whether or not the larger 
mower in each instance is worth its 
extra cost on the basis that it will 
save vou one additional hour out of 
every six to eight that you spend 
behind it. 

You'll discover that horsepower 
varies from one mower to another. 
Don’t worry too much about it 
Every standard-make 
the market has all the 
needs for average jobs 

If, however, vour grass is ex- 
ceptionally tough— Bermuda grass, 
for instance —vou may need a good

Running it. To operate an elec- 
tric mower, just follow the manu- 
facturer’s directions, plug it in, turn 
it on, and start mowing. 

If the mower cord isn’t long 
enough, don’t be tempted into add- 
ing an ordinary extension cord—it 
can’t carry enough current. Get 
a heavy-duty appliance cord in- 
stead. But don’t use any extension 
except when you need the extra 
length. 

Most of what you need to know 
about a gasoline mower will be in 
the maker’s instructions, too. (One 
notable thing about power mowers 
is that with practically every brand 
comes an adequate instruction 


booklet.) 


Maintenance. The general rules 
about tools apply to mowers. Sharp 
blades do a better job than dull 
they do it more quickly and 
You should have 
resharpening and overhauling job 
done about every second season. 

The mowing is done much the 
same as with a hand machine 
There is this important difference 
in power makes 
throw the cut grass to the left, some 
to the right. Steer your 
mower so that the clippings fan 
out over the strip you have just 
mowed. 

It’s best not to always follow 
the same route and mow in the 
same pattern. Vary this every third 
or fourth mowing. You'll get and 
keep a smoother lawn. 

With an electric mower, you may 
have to modify your mowing pat- 
tern to avoid tangling the cord. 
You would, for instance, cut inside 
a tree standing several feet from a 
sidewalk in order to complete the 
circle. 

Don’t use a grass catcher regu- 
larly, except for Bermuda and 
other extra-heavy grasses. If your 
lawn has got away from you (this 
won’t happen after you get a pow- 
er mower, of course!) and the cut- 
tings are too long, you may have to

catch them or scatter the windrows 
with a rake.

Cutting— width and parts 


What ts the width of cut? 

For small lawns, 18 to 20 inches 
is enough, but a 22- to 24-inch cut 
will save you time on larger lawns. 


In reel type, how many blades are there? 

Best to have at least five blades. 
A smooth cut on your lawn de- 
pends on the number of blades that 
touch the bed knife at one time. 
In reel type, how many spiders are there? 

Spiders are the metal parts that 
hold cutting blades to center shaft. 
Look for at least four; more are 
better. 


Height — adjustment 
What heights will the mower cut? 

Be sure the machine can handle 
all heights of cut your lawn may re- 
quire. Usually you'll need a 1!4- 
inch range of adjustment. 


Power and speed 
What's the horsepower? 

All mowers on the market have 
adequate power, but for tough 
grasses higher horsepower models 
are an economy in the long run. 


What speeds are available? 

The range you'll want is 1 to 3 
miles an hour for use on an average 
home lawn. With a riding sulky, 
you'll want more speed. 


Tire tread 
What kind of tire tread? 
Knobby tread helps traction and 
hill climbing. If lawn is level, don’t 
worry much about this one. 


Grass deposit 
Are there hooks for fast ning a grass 
catcher? 

You won't use a catcher often 
except on Bermuda-grass lawns, 
but you need it during the few 
weeks in late summer when crab- 


grass is going to seed.

The diary of a plain 
dirt gardener 


Bright and shiny, and out came our family task force. Things began to 
happen—roses planted, cold-weather vegetables put in, beds cultivated 


April @§ Fooled again—this time 
by a cold, dismal dav, bits of rain; 
and nary a thing done outdoors 
And a hundred and two things 
that ought to be done all at once, 
if I don’t get behind. 


Aprit 2 Today was bright and 
shiny. Out came our family task 
force in full array. Things began to 
happen. 

First, Donald dug a dozen holes 
in vacant spots in the rose beds 
hen I set out the new roses that 
had come some days since and had 
been heeled in, buried to the tips 
in an uncovered seedframe. 

Donald and David between 
them worked up a bed and here 
we made the first planting of out- 
door cold-weather vegetables. We 
first scattered some 4-12-4 plant 
food over it and cultivated this in 
lightly. I like to use plant food on 
early vegetables. It gives them a 
quick start and produces more 
tender products, too. 

By this time Maggie was out to 
help. So in went onion sets, Little 
Marvel and Burpeana peas, car- 
rots and beets—with radishes sown 
thinly in these rows—turnips, spin- 
ach, until the bed was all planted 
Some of the seeds were pelleted 
The boys went to work at cultivat- 
ing the asparagus bed, the rhubarb, 
and got over one bed of peonies 

News tonight is that last year’s 
garden and this year’s met on the 
supper table. The potatoes were 
some still on hand from last sum- 
mer. The dessert was the first rhu- 
barb of this spring. Maggie had 
gathered it right out of our own 
rhubarb rows. My friends, home- 
produced food— it is wonderful! 


Aprit 3 This bright, windy, chilly 
day, the grapes came in for major 


attention. Sad truth is, thev have 
been neglected of late. | waded in 
with pruning shears and cut them 
back sharply. Donald followed 
after and cultivated them well. 
The arbor needs some repair, but 
that can be done any time. This is 
about the last minute for pruning. 

Yesterday we began to uncover 
the roses, too. With help of the 
boys, this proceeded and was 
finished today. This means we took 
two-pronged weeding hoes and 
pulled away the soil piled around 
the base of the plants last fall. 
David vowed that it was just the 
other day we had put it on. The 
roses have come through the win- 
ter in such good shape that no 
covering would have been neces- 
sary. 


Aprit 4 After the bovs got more 
ground ready, I wound up the 
evening by planting Thomas Lax- 
ton peas and Bloomdale Long 
Standing Savoy spinach. This 
planting is for freezing, and these 
are good varieties for that purpose. 
Maggie is getting restless be- 
cause we don’t clean up and roll 
the lawn. She wants me to take the 
straw mulch off the new iris. I tell 
her all this can be done next week 
without harm but every day counts 
now in getting in seeds, that this is 
the most important month in the 
vear for doing things on time. 


April 5 Eventide came, and rain- 
ing, which gives me a chance to 
ponder over divers matters. For in- 
stance, I see by the line of oncom- 
ing tulips leading to garden that I 
never finished planting here. I ran 
out of bulbs before I got this space 
filled. Oh well, this will give me 
an excuse for getting more tulips 
next fall.

Aprit 6 Downtown today and 
visited the seed stores. At one, Miss 
Ruth, as she stood behind the 
counter, made a profound remark. 
“I’m always glad for a rainy April 
day,”’ said she. “That means that 
we have the good gardeners in for 
customers. They always come 
when they can’t work outdoors.” 

Being a kindly soul, she didn’t 
say so, but I can tell you it is the 
poor gardener who waits until the 
bright and shiny dav before he or 
she rushes to the store to lay in the 
spring supply of seeds, tools, plant 
food, new pair of work gloves, and 


the like. 


April 7 Before I set out to earn 
our daily bread and bacon, I 
hustled back to peer at the electric 
hotbed.

Every kind of bird that we've 
had regularly this winter is sull 
around, except maybe the nut- 
hatches.

April 10 Big news—first tulip is in 
bloom. I knew from afar that it was 
Red Emperor, of large size and 
striking color. 

Then began to haul compost 
from the old compost pile and 
scatter it between the roses. If you 
want to keep roses happy, just keep 
adding organic matter to the beds. 
This mulch was hauled to the new 
compost pile beside the old, and 
spread over it in a layer to rot 
down. I believe every new iris has 
come through the winter in good 
shape. Meanwhile, Donald began

D. vou know you should always 
pull on a wrench, not push? 

If you push and the nut breaks 
loose unexpectedly, you’re pretty 
certain to bark your knuckles. If 
you must push, do it with your 
palm, so when things move, the 
wrench gets banged, not you 

Ihat’s just one of the things you 
should know if you’re a handyman- 
who-could-clean-the-refrigerator- 
motor -vourself-if- vou -could -just- 
get-the-blasted-bolts-loose 
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Adjustable wrenches 


If you just want handy 
wrenches for simple jobs like put- 
ting washers on faucets, adjustable 
wrenches will do. Get two sizes, 
6-inch and 10-inch. They'll 
about $3. 

Remember these two things 

1) After you slip the wrench on 
the nut, tighten the adjusting knurl 
until the wrench fits snugly 

2) When you can, place the 
wrench so you can pull on it with 
the adjustable side of the jaw to- 
ward you.

close quarters, you have to use the 
wrench the other way. That won’t 
hurt it if the nut is not too tight 
and you make sure the jaws are 
snug.

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wrenches. One thing to do is to get 
a set of five to nine open-end 
wrenches to take nuts from 5/16 to 
1 inch. Both ends have jaws, and 
usually one end is 1/16 inch larger 
than the other. 

Open-end wrenches will do all 
the work of an adjustable wrench, 
will get into tighter places because 
jaws are less clumsy, and will give 
you a stronger, surer grip. You can 
get a set of five wrenches for about 
$3.85, and larger set for $6. 

rhe only thing to watch is to get 
the right size wrench for a snug 
fit and be sure it’s all the way on 
and seated squarely. 





Box wrenches 

If you want something even bet- 
ter than open-end wrenches for 
working around machinery, get 
box wrenches. 

They are just the thing for close 
quarters. The end of the box wrench 
surrounds the nut, and there’s no 
trouble with jaws slipping off or 
spreading. And the end is so thin 
it will get at nuts you can’t touch 
with an open-end wrench. 

The main disadvantage of the 
box wrench is that it’s slow to work 
with, once the nut is loose. You 
have to lift the wrench off the nut 
and put it back in another position 
for each swing. A set of box 
wrenches costs about a third more 
than a set of comparable open-end 
wrenches. 

To speed using, wrenches are 
now made in a combination of box 
and openend. There’sa box wrench 
on one end to use in close quarters 
and to tighten bolts down or break 
them loose, and an open-end 
wrench at the other end of the 
handle for use the rest of the time. 


Socket wrenches 

If you can see putting $5 or $6 
more into wrenches, the best bet 
of all is to buy the two adjustable 
wrenches and then add a good 
socket-wrench set. This combina- 
tion gives you the best low-cost, all- 
purpose handful. Socket wrenches 
don’t spread and don’t slip. They 
don’t round off the corners of the 
nut. With them you can handle 
most of the tightest of nuts. 

A socket-wrench set includes a 
series of sockets to fit various size 
nuts, plus one or more handles. To

socket that fits the nut, slip it onto 
a handle, fit the socket over the nut, 
and go to work. 

The most useful handle, and the 
one to buy first if you’re buying 
only one, is the hinged offset han- 
dle. This is hinged at the socket end 
so it can be swung at right angles 
to the socket when you need lever- 
age. Then, when the nut is turning 
easily, you swing the handle out 
straight and twirl it in your fingers 
to remove the nut in a hurry 

rhis handle has another use, too. 
rhere’s a round hole through the 
end you grip. If you slide a round 
bar that comes with the set into the 
hole, you have a T-shaped handle 
that will reach well back into hard- 
to-get-at Spots.

Ratchet handle 

Once vou have a good set of rust- 
less sockets, you can add other 
handles at low cost. The one you'll 
find most useful is the ratchet 
handle. It lets you tighten or loosen 
a nut simply by swinging the han- 
dle back and forth without lifting 
the socket off the nut. 


Pipe wrenches 
You can’t make a mistake witha 
pipe wrench; it won’t work at all 
unless you put it on the right way. 
It bites best when the pipe is at 
the center of the jaws. You can get 
a pipe wrench large enough for 
home jobs for around $3.50. Use 
it only on round objects, never on 

hexagon or square nuts. 


Buy good wrenches 

It pays to buy quality wrenches; 
a soft or poorly machined wrench is 
an irritation indeed. Get wrenches 
that are plated so as to be rust- 
proof, too; rust ruins more tools 
than almost anything else 

Give your wrenches a kerosene 
bath occasionally and wipe them 
dry. Keep your hands free of grease 
and dirt. 

One last caution: When using a 
wrench, don’t hammer on the han- 
dle to break a tight nut loose, and 
don’t slip a length of pipe over the 
handle to increase leverage. Some- 
thing will break. Get a larger 
wrench instead. 

If the nut is rusted on, soak it 
with kerosene or penetrating oil. 
Let it stand a couple of hours, then 
go to work with your wrench.

As you look over the field of doors, think first about the 
size you want, especially the width. You can have a door 
made any size you want, but if you stick to stock sizes and 
designs, your cost will be a lot less. Exterior doors range in 
height from 6 feet 8 inches to 7 feet, with widths of 2 feet 8 
inches, 2 feet 10 inches, 3 feet, and sometimes 3 feet 4 inches. 
Your main entrance door should be at least 3 feet wide, so 
you can move furniture in and out. 

Doors to rooms where bulky things are stored should be 
at least 3 feet wide. Interior doors to major rooms should be 
2 feet 6 inches to 3 feet wide for easy movement of furniture. 
Bathroom doors can be as narrow as 2 feet, but 2 feet 4 
inches is better. And avoid the common mistake of a narrow 
door between kitchen and dining room. You can’t keep 
dishes on a tilted tray, nor make a grand entrance with a 
holiday turkey as you squirm through a tight doorway.

Hinged doors come in an endless variety of 
types and styles. The handsome Georgian and 
Colonial doorways that originated in England 
were reproduced by skilled craftsmen who 
came to America and brought their books of 
measured drawings of beautiful doors with 
them.

The panels—two, four, six, or eight in num- 
ee _ber—are ”8 to 11¢ inches thick, have beveled 

edges, and are surrounded with a molding of simple or 
elaborate design. On a good-sized house, the raised-panel 
type strongly accents the main entrance to the house. Be- 
cause of its thickness it will take a lot of abuse and weathers 














well. It is also used for inside doors, but because wear is 
less of a problem, panels are thinner.

Louvered 


Built much like slatted window shutters, 
louvered doors provide cross ventilation in a 
room that has windows in only one wall. They 
will also help keep clothes fresh in your closet 
by providing changes of air. You can also use a 
louvered door as an exterior door, with the 
louvers covered with screen mesh, where you 








want both air and privacy. 

Because in most parts of the country they 
are made to order, louvered doors are more expensive than 
other types of hinged doors. Therefore, fit your design to 
your exact needs. 

A word of caution, however. Louvered doors don’t shut 
any noise out of the rooms between which you use them. 


Accordion doors 


Not a door in the true 
sense of the word, the ac- 
cordion door is actually 
a flexible folding parti- 











tion of real or imitation 





leather, hung on ceiling 
tracks. The frame for the door is made of steel. You 
can push the door into a recess or against a wall. Though 
this type of door is limited in its uses, it can be used as a 
temporary partition between the living and dining areas 
of one room, so that vou can have the dinner ready for guests 
without letting them see all the preparations.

Back in 1945, for instance, an 
anxious young woman appealed 
to an adoption agency for a child. 
She admitted she had been turned 
down by two agencies, but kept 
insisting she’d make a wonderful 
mother. The social worker ex- 
tracted details about the woman’s 
marital difficulties and sadly shook 
her head. The woman next did 
what other desperate couples do. 
She got her child through a pri- 
vate party who was less interested 
in finding an ideal home for her 
child than in getting $2,000 in 
cash. Today, the woman is sepa- 
rated from her husband, and the 
child is a serious behavior problem. 


Are gou honest 
with wour child? 


Another couple, Mr. and Mrs. 
Stiles, got into heavy trouble be- 
cause of another common mistake. 
They thought it wise to shield 
their boy from serious problems. 
heir Steve was 10, intelligent and 
responsible, but his parents. still 
didn’t feel they could tell him he’d 
been adopted when he was 2. 

They had been counseted at the 
agency that it’s important for par- 
ents to be truthful with a child— 
about adoption or any other vital 
matter. And hundreds of times in 
the eight years, the Stileses had 
wondered whether they should tell 
Steve, but the longer they delayed, 
the easier it became no/ to tell him. 
They found it easier to evade the 
truth about other vital matters too 

like the time the cat was run over 
and killed. They told Steve they’d 
sent it to the country for a month. 
Or the time Mr. Stiles’ business 
partner invested company funds 
in a worthless venture and got the 
St#les family deeply in debt. 

Steve seemed none the worse for 
any of this till the day he stole a 
classmate’s coat and ran away from 
home. It took his father five days 
to find him, and then the boy 
violently refused to come home. 
Mr. Stiles was desperately worried, 
especially since his wife was then 
in the hospital undergoing a deli- 
cate operation. (Steve hadn’t been 
told that, of course; as far as he 
knew, his mother was visiting Aunt 
Mae in the country.)

apparently quieted down, his folks 
didn’t suspect what had happened; 
someone outside the family had 
told him where his mother really 
was, and had casually mentioned 
his adoption. 

It’s a deeply disturbing experi- 
ence, even for an adult, to find 
out suddenly that his family has 
hidden a vital truth from him. For 
a youngster, it’s so much more dis- 
turbing. It convinces him that he 
can never trust his parents again— 
which usually means that he can’t 
ever trust anybody. The tragic possi- 
bility is, too, that such an experi- 
ence may shatter his sense of 
security so completely that he'll 
not recover it for the rest of his life. 

A worker at an adoption agency 
presented an even more sobering 
thought: “Few adoptions turn out 
like Steve’s because few couples 
like the Stileses are permitted to 
adopt children. But who’s to stap 
parents from hurting their own 
kids, especially when they don’t 
know it can hurt to withhold the 
truth?” 


Deo wou respect your child’s 
need to be himself? 


The authorities deplore another 
kind of dishonesty, also often prac- 
ticed in good faith. It showed in a 
couple named Blane who tried to 
adopt a little boy. The Blanes al- 
ready had two girls, just 15 months 
apart, but different as day and 
night. The younger, who was 12, 
was golden-haired, graceful, and 
frankly beautiful. The older was a 
sallow-faced girl with a big frame 
and 25 pounds of excess weight 
which doctors couldn’t seem to get 
rid of. Naturally, their parents 
were painfully aware of the dif- 
ference between them, but they 
felt they had to do eve rything in 
their power to treat the girls exact- 
ly alike. If the younger one got a 
becoming new dress, the older one 
got one just like it, even though it 
didn’t suit her frame or figure. Ever 
since they’d been little girls, their 
parents had been scrupulous about 
dividing their favors and their 
praise equally. 

The Blanes were shocked by 
what the adoption agency told 
them—that, in their efforts to be 
fair, they may have hurt their 
older girl deeply. She knew darn 
well that she was not the equal of 
her sister in looks and grace. If her 
parents pretended she was, that 
only made her feel more inferior 
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have a child” 


and seriously weakened her trust 
in them, 

Like many other parents, the 
Blanes had to learn two important 
principles of child rearing. First, 
every youngster in a family has a 
right to be treated as an individual. 
It’s not only dangerous, but dis- 
honest to feel that if you praise one 
for something, you have to praise 
the other even if he did nothing to 
deserve it. Or to feel that if you 
bring a present for one for some 
special reason, you must bring an 
identical favor for the other. If a 
youngster has talents or attributes 
that his brothers or sisters don’t 
have, they should be accepted by 
his parents and by himself. If he’s 
got a weakness or defect, that 
should be admitted, too—young- 
sters have surprising strength in 
facing and dealing with their own 
limitations if their parents will only 
let them. 

The second thing the Blanes had 
to learn was that one boy or girl 
should never be judged by com- 
parison with another. No two 
youngsters can be exactly alike . 
even in the same family. There are 
bound to be tremendous differ- 
ences in personality, health, body 
structure, and intelligence. It’s a 
mistake to expect or demand that 
these differences cease to exist. 

If big sister sat at the dinner 
table when she was 6, and had ac- 
ceptable table manners, that does 
not mean that brother must start 
doing so when fe’s 6. If one girl in 
a family is clumsy and_ breaks 
things, the worst way to handle the 
situation is to compare her to an 
older sister who hasn’t broken a 
dish in her 14 years. An adoption 
agency would consider such a 
home a poor risk, until such time 
as the parents tried to find out why 
such differences exist. 


Do wou both love him? 


You can be honest with your 
youngster and respect his in- 
dividuality, and your home may 
still not rate the agency’s O.K.— 
unless your youngster’s other par- 
ent feels and acts the same way. 

Not long ago, a young lawyer 
took the morning off for a frank 
talk with an adoption interviewer. 
He and his wife had been married 
since 1943. For four years they’d 
tried to have a child. Several spe- 
cialists had examined his wife, and 
all agreed that his wife would 
probably never become pregnant.

7/5 cup sugar

22 tbsp. cornstarch

coconut just before pouring filling into pie shell. Sprinkle 
whipped cream or meringue topping with 14 cup shredded 
coconut (toasted if desired). 


9-IN. PIE SHELL 
Sift together 1 cup sifted GOLD MEDAL “ Kitchen-tested”
